YEARS  ago  stamp  collectors  did 
not  pay  much  attention  to  cov- 
ers and  usually  removed  the 
stamps  without  regard  to  the 
interesting  things  which  might  have 
been  shown  on  the  envelope. 

A  few  studious  men  in  attempting 
to  gather  all  of  the  information  about 
a  stamp  or  an  issue,  found  that  cov- 
ers could  form  an  interesting  part  of 
the  collection  when  they  showed  how 
the  letter  was  carried  or  showed  a 
rate  peculiar  to  some  class  of  mail  or 
to  some  foreign  country. 

Today  the  new  collector  is  apt  to 
overestimate  their  value  when  lie  sees 
all  of  the  elaborate  preparations  for 
first  day  covers,  etc.  Since  covers 
are  bulky  and  difficult  to  properly 
care  for  in  albums,  only  those  should  I 
be  saved  which  show  something  of 
decided  interest. 

One  collector  has  an  album  of  early 
covers,  all  rather  inexpensive,  but 
having  a  comnwn  interest  in  the  fact 
that  each  shows  an  inscription  on  the 
face  wliich  is  an  instruction  to  the 
postmaster. 

Such  a  cover  is  illustrated  today. 
This  was  addressed  to  "  Hon.  Abram, 
Lincoln,"  and  was  postmarked  "  New- 
port, R.  I.,  Sep.  14,  I860."  The  ad- 
dress is  given  simply  as  "illenois," 
but  an  instruction  to  the  postmaster, 
or  to  the  postal  offlcials  through 
whose  hands  it  may  pass,  reads: 
"  Pleas  forward  to  the  man."  Across 
the  right  hand  end  of  the  envelope 
is  a  notation  "Needs  no  answer," 
which  was  likely  placed  there  by 
Lincoln. 

But  all  of  these  things  do  not  in- 
trigue one  as  much  as  a  pencil  note 
following  the  abbreviation  "Hon."  in 
the  address.  This  reads  "old  crooked 
shanks,"  and  may  have  been  placed 
there  by  an  opposition  postal  em- 
ploy^.  Perhaps  some  one  may  recog- 
nize his  grandpop's  chirography. 

The  3  cent  violet  stamp  which  will 
be  placed  on  sale  March  3  at  Gon- 
zales, Tex.,  will  be  the  same  size  as 
the  recent  Michigan  commemorative 
stamp.  The  design  will  show  a  view 
of  the  historic  Alamo  in  the  lower 
central  portion.  Above  this  will  be  a 
large  white  star  and  the  inscription 
"United  States  Postage,  Te.xas  Cen- 
tennial, 1836-1936." 

At  either  side  will  be  upright  o\al 
panels  containing  portraits,  that  at 
the  left  showing  Sam  Houston,  and 
that  at  the  right  Stephen  F.  Austin. 
Shield  shaped  panels  at  the  lower 
corner  will  contain  the  numerals  of 
value.    Gonzales  is  the  place  where

BY  WAY  OF  EXPLANATION 

Historically  minded  individuals  are  always  happy  to 
hear  about  historical  observances.  Many  different 
methods  have  been  adopted  to  properly  observe  historic 
dates  and  events,  but  perhaps  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing and  certainly  the  most  inexpensive  is  the  medium  of 
the  postal  cachet.  Although  this  method  of  observance 
has  been  in  general  practice  among  stamp  collectors 
for  the  past  ten  years  or  more,  its  significance  is  not 
entirely  understood  by  the  general  public,  indeed,  even 
a  sizeable  portion  of  the  stamp  collecting  fraternity  is 
unaware  of  its  real  significance.  The  root  of  the  word 
cachet  (pronounced  cash-shay)  is  itself  shrouded  in 
obscurity.  As  it  is  generally  known  to  stamp  and  cover 
collectors,  the  cachet  is  a  special  marking  in  type-set 
or  pictorial  form  or  both,  affixed  to  the  left  half  of  an 
envelope.  The  marking  invariably  portrays  some  event 
about  to  take  place  or  some  event  that  is  to  be  celebrated 
in  anniversary  procedure.  To  give  the  cachet  its  real 
significance  it  is  then  necessary  to  post  or  mail  the 
envelope  on  the  date  upon  which  the  event  is  to  tak« 
place  or  the  armiversary  observed.  In  the  great  majority 
of  cases  the  mailing  of  the  cacheted  envelope  is  effected 
at  the  post  office  in  the  town  or  city  where  the  event  is 
to  take  place  or  where  the  event  originally  took  place. 
Collectors  desiring  copies  of  cacheted  material  usually 
subscribe  for  their  covers  in  advance  of  the  maiiinq  date 
and  the  cachets  are  subsequently  mailed  direct  to  the 
subsaiber.  The  cachet  is  in  itself,  a  memorial,  a  symbol 
of  faith  which  our  generation  places  in  the  heritage 
handed  down  from  the  past  as  well  as  a  confidence  in 
the  future  destinies  of  our  nation. 


A  SERIES  OF  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 
COMMEMORATIVE  CACHETS. 

As  we  grow  in  years  and  mind  we  come  to  appreci- 
ate that  a  duty  devolves  upon  us.  In  some  shape  or 
form  we  try  to  perpetuate  our  existence  through  the 
perpetuity  attained  by  those  who  have  gone  before  us. 
Our  individual  creations  are  simply  the  work  of  our 
minds  and  experience,  and  if  we  can  instill  in  them  an 
inspirational  quality,  a  beneficient,  though  probably 
nameless  immortality  will  be  ours.  With  this  thought  in 
mind,  the  Poor  Richard  Press  of  Chicago,  Illinois, 
is  publishing  a  series  of  historical  commemorative 
cachets  designed  to  portray  important  events  in  the 
life  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  Through  this  interesting 
medium  the  publishers  hope  to  contribute  a  genuine 
interest  in  the  life  of  the  great  emancipator  whose  name 
has  always  been  kept  green,  but  whose  real  life  is  not 
entirely  understood  by  a  great  many  people. 

The  series  of  cachets  now  being  published,  attempts 
to  interpret  the  effect  that  each  seemingly  small  but 
significant  event,  settled  upon  Lincoln's  life.  The  pro- 
cedure followed  to  attain  this  end  is  simple.  It  con- 
sists of  selecting  the  incidents  and  episodes  that  gravitate 
toward  a  progressive  trend,  affix  to  them  by  careful 
research  a  definite  date,  and  issue  a  cachet  symbolizing 
the  event  at  the  place  where  the  incident  originally 
occurred.  Many  of  these  incidents  were,  to  Lincoln 
himself,  quite  commonpLice,  but  in  the  perspection  of 
the  years  separating  his  iite  from  ours  we  have  come 
to  look  upon  each  ovcuhcikc  is  a  stepping  stone  for  the 
next.  Aside  from  the  tJucaLional  benefit  derived  from 
sucli  materi.il,  the  cachet  can  he  used  locally  as  an  in- 
sinmient  JcMtrneJ  to  awaken  the  public  to  the  task  set 
before  theni  m  preserving  the  !es,sons  of  yesteryear.  We 
earnestly  hope  that  local,  civic,  educational  and  patriotic 
organizations  will  recognize  this  quality,  and  we  invite 
them  to  loin  with  us  in  *he  proper  commemoration  of 
the  e^'ents  to  be  observed.

A  WORD  ABOUT  OUR  CACHETS 

No  expense  has  been  spared  to  create  an  interest  in 
this  series  that  will  rival  if  not  surpass  any  other  in 
cachet  history.  First,  the  idea  in  itself  is  unique.  It 
offers  the  collector  an  opportunity  to  specialize  and  thus 
construct  a  modest  collection  embracing  a  subject  com- 
pletely, rather  than  a  hodge-podge  of  cachets,  many  in 
number,  but  lacking  a  respectable  continuity  and  telling 
its  story  imperfectly.  Second,  we  believe  the  cachets 
in  themselves  combine  the  best  artistic  workmanship 
and  the  high  traditions  of  the  printer's  craft.  They  arc 
executed  in  a  woodcut  technique  by  a  skilled  and  com- 
petent commercial  artist  and  tastefully  reproduced  in 
four  colors  of  ink  by  the  letterpress  process.  The  cachets 
are  pictorial  in  theme  and  invariably  illustrate  a  land- 
mark or  building  of  historic  interest,  entirely  in  keeping 
with  the  event  in  question.  The  envelopes  used  arc 
of  a  good  grade,  thus  insuring  permanence.  In  an  effort 
to  tell  the  story  in  all  possible  completeness,  each  en- 
velope carries  an  enclosure  in  the  form  of  a  leaflet  or 
booklet,  depending  upon  the  amount  of  explanatory 
matter  necessary  to  relate  the  theme.  These  are  printed 
on  an  excellent  grade  of  text  paper  in  two  colors  of 
ink  harmonizing  favorably  with  the  cachet.  Wherever, 
it  is  possible,  still  another  enclosure  will  be  included. 
This  will  take  the  form  of  a  memento  or  souvenir. 
Perhaps  a  post  card  representation  or  a  facsimile  of 
some  contemporary  newspaper  item,  original  document, 
or  letter  that  has  a  definite  connection  with  the  event. 
However,  in  many  cases  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  suit- 
able material  of  this  kind,  but  wherever  it  can  be 
obtained,  mclusion  will  be  automatic. 

Intereisted  parties  are  invited  to  subscribe  to  this 
series.  A  charge  of  lOc  is  made  for  each  cover  and  its 
enclosures.  The  covers  bearing  the  cachets  are  mailed 
direct  to  subscribers  from  the  scene  of  the  original 
events.  A  person  need  not  subscribe  to  the  entire  series 
if  they  do  not  so  desire.  Those  events  which  are  of  most 
interest  to  an  individual  may  be  ordered  separately.  The 
charge  remains  the  same,  10c  for  each  cover.

Horner  Sends  Lincoln 
Cachets  To  Roosevelt 

President  Roosevelt'  yesterday 
was  given  an  opportunity  by  Gov- 
ernor Horner  to  add  to  his  stamp 
collection. 

The  governor  sent  the  president 


twenty-five  envelo[)es  with  the  spe- 
cially designed  "Lincoln's  New 
Salem  postoffice"  cachet. 

If  the  president  desires  to  add 
the  New  Salem  cachet  to  his  col- 
lection, the  governor  said,  he  w  ould 
assist.  He  wrote  the  president  that 
if  he  would  address  the  envelopes 
and  send  them  back  to  him  before 
Feb.  12— the  date  on  which  Post- 
master General  Farley  will  dedi- 
cate the  postoffice — they  would  be 
deposited  with  the  first  mail  sent 
out  from  Lincoln's  New  Salem. 
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A  LINCOLN  PORTRAIT  ON  A  COMMEMORATIVE  STAMP 


Twenty-five  years  yesterday  President  Calvin  Coolidge 
rode  on  horseback  to  the  foot  of  Mount  Rushmore  from 
his  nearby  summer  camp  and  formally  presented  Gutzon 
Borglum  with  a  kit  of  tools  at  which  time  the  artist 
began  work  on  the  most  famous  of  America's  sculptoral 
creations.  In  memory  of  this  event  the  Post  OflSce 
Department  prepared  for  issue  on  the  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  of  the  occasion  a  commemorative  stamp 
bearing  the  likeness  of  Borglum's  colossal  sculpture 
which  contains  stone  portrayals  of  the  faces  of  George 
Washington,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Theodore  Roosevelt  and 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

Inasmuch  as  Aug.  10,  the  actual  anniversary  day  fell 
on  Sunday,  the  first  day  ceremonies  for  the  release  of 
the  stamp  were  scheduled  for  August  11.  Keystone,  a 
small  hamlet  of  South  Dakota's  Black  Hills  country,  has 
the  honor  of  placing  its  postmark  on  the  first  day  covers 
prepared  for  the  occasion. 

The  memorial  stamp  was  first  suggested  by  M.  B. 
Chilcott,  a  North  Dakota  newspaper  editor.  The  stamp 
is  of  the  standard  commemorative  size,  arranged  ver- 
tically and  of  three  cent  denomination.  It  is  printed  in 
green  and  features  the  Borglum  figures  in  their  Mount 
Rushmore  setting.  In  the  lower  right  hand  comer  are 
the  figures  of  a  woman  and  child  gazing  at  the  sculpture. 
Also  in  the  lower  right  of  the  stamp  is  a  legend :  "Mount 
Rushmore  National  Memorial  1927-1952."  At  the  top  is 
the  line  "U.  S.  Postage  3f'  and  at  the  bottom,  "Black 
Hills,  South  Dakota." 

Gutzon  Borglum,  already  known  to  students  of  Lincoln 
sculptoral  art  when  he  began  the  Mt.  Rushmore  project, 
had  created  the  Lincoln  heroic  bronze  at  Newark,  New 
J ersey  which  is  still  accepted  as  the  finest  of  the  informal 
studies  of  Lincoln.  Here  the  President  seems  to  have 
moved  over  on  the  bench  where  he  is  seated  to  make 
room  for  the  children,  irrespective  of  color,  who  literally 
crowd  around  him.  The  colossal  head  of  Lincoln  by 
Borglum  in  the  rotunda  of  the  nation's  capitol  is  known 
to  all  visitors  to  Washington  and  replicas  appear  in 
other  cities. 

The  feature  after  all  of  the  Mt.  Rushmore  creation 
is  its  gigantic  size.  The  head  of  Lincoln  for  instance  is 
three  times  larger  than  the  head  of  the  famous  Sphinx 
of  Egypt.  The  head  of  Lincoln  is  66  feet  from  chin  to 
crown  and  the  nose  is  18  feet  long.  The  mountain  of  stone 
which  provides  the  background  for  the  engaged  portraits 
contributes  tremendously  to  the  enormous  piece  of 
pagentry  carved  in  rock.  This  seems  to  be  man's  most 
ambitious  effort  to  perpetuate  the  heroes  of  his  own 
generation  into  the  vast  future. 

Possibly,  Stone  Mountain  in  DeKalb  County,  Georgia, 
sixteen  miles  east  of  Atlanta  may  have  suggested  the 
Mt.  Rushmore  project.  Here  Mr.  Borglum  as  early  as 
August  17,  1915  made  a  trip  to  the  mountain  and  found 
the  stone  of  satisfactory  quality  for  sculptoral  designs. 
The  year  before,  Atlanta  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  Confederacy  had  drawn  some  resolutions  with  respect 
to  utilizing  the  mountain  for  a  massive  memorial  to  the 


Confederate  cause  with  special  prominence  given  to  the 
memory  of  Robert  E.  Lee.  Borglum  visualized  the 
military  forces  of  the  Confederacy  carved  on  the  moun- 
tainside embracing  as  many  as  1,200  characters.  After 
he  had  chiseled  out  the  20  ft.  head  of  Lee  however,  some 
misunderstanding  between  the  sculptor  and  the  sponsors 
caused  him  to  be  replaced  by  another  artist. 

It  was  not  until  1924  that  Doane  Robinson  proposed 
"converting  a  group  of  Black  Hills  Needles  into  massive 
and  spectacular  figures  of  sculpture."  In  his  talk  he 
referred  to  the  Stone  Mountain  project  in  Georgia.  Mr. 
Borglum  was  invited  to  visit  the  Black  Hills  and  Mt. 
Rushmore  was  selected  for  the  contemplated  under- 
taking. A  congressional  act  which  became  effective  July 
1,  1925  authorized  the  South  Dakota  interests  to  proceed 
if  their  project  would  not  interfere  with  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Harney  National  Forest  and  also  that  "the 
United  States  shall  be  put  to  no  expense." 

In  the  meantime  Mr.  Borglum  began  working  on  his 
models  and  from  the  first  subscription  of  $2,500  to  the 
enterprise  $1,000  of  it  was  turned  over  to  the  sculptor. 
The  first  sizeable  subscription,  $5,000,  came  from  Mr. 
Charles  E.  Rushmore  of  New  York  for  whom  the  moun- 
tain had  been  named  forty  years  before.  Other  large 
gifts  were  received  and  the  work  was  started,  as  already 
mentioned,  on  August  10,  1927. 

Borglum  was  born  in  Idaho  in  1871  and  as  a  western 
man  his  whole  energy  was  put  into  this  masterpiece. 
For  fourteen  years  Borglum  labored  on  the  Mt.  Rush- 
more  mountainside  and  by  February  1,  1941  the  actual 
work  on  the  faces  had  been  completed,  but  there  was 
still  much  to  be  done  on  some  other  parts  of  the  memorial. 
On  February  17  Borglimi  became  a  patient  in  Henrotin 
Hospital  in  Chicago  and  died  there  on  March  16  of  a 
heart  ailment. 

Always  a  great  admirer  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  Borglum 
named  his  only  son  for  the  Emancipator  and  it  was 
Lincoln  Borgliun  who  brought  the  Mt.  Rushmore  work 
to  its  conclusion.  The  Lincoln  head  was  separately 
dedicated  on  September  17,  1937  and  Borglum  was  un- 
decided for  a  while  whether  to  show  Lincoln  with  a 
beard  such  as  he  wore  during  the  Presidency  or  to  reveal 
the  smooth  face  Lincoln  of  the  Illinois  years.  He  finally 
decided  on  Lincoln  as  the  chief  executive. 

The  entire  panorama  in  stone  is  called  America's 
Shrine  of  Democracy  with  the  portraits  of  the  four  men 
who  contributed  most  to  the  fundamentals  of  the  Ameri- 
can way  of  Life.  Someone  has  identified  the  quartet  of 
statesmen  in  their  relation  to  the  nation  as  follows: 
"George  Washington  who  founded  it;  Thomas  Jefferson 
who  docimaented  it;  Abraham  Lincoln  who  preserved  it 
and  Theodore  Roosevelt  who  revitalized  it." 

Possibly  at  no  time  in  the  past  has  there  been  a  greater 
need  for  the  nation  to  turn  to  Mt.  Rushmore  than  now. 
The  work  of  Gutzon  Borglum  may  help  to  tide  us  over 
another  crisis  in  which  the  storms  of  socialistic  ideology 
seem  to  be  beating  against  our  weakened  national  struc- 
ture. 
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A  Unique  Robert  E.  Lee  Cover

Addressed  by  General  Robert  E.  Lee  to  his 
daughter-in-law  Charlotte  Wickham  Lee,  the  envelope 
pictured  herein  has  several  unusual  features  which 
apparently  make  it  unique  amongst  that  group  known 
as  the  Lee  covers.  All  of  them  are  philatelic  rarities, 
and  their  desirability  is  added  to  by  the  romantic  in- 
terest in  anything  connected  with  the  great  military 
leader  of  the  Confederacy.  The  previously  known  Lee 
covers  have  been  completely  listed,  illustrated,  and 
described  by  the  present  writer  in  a  series  of  articles 
which  were  published  under  the  title  "The  Autographed 
Field  Letters  of  General  Robert  E.  Lee".    The  first  of 


these  appeared  in  The  Stamp  Specialist  India  Book, 
February  1947.  which  was  followed  by  a  sequel  in  the 
Chartreuse  Book  of  May  1948,  of  the  same  publication 
which  was  published  by  H.  L.  Lindquist  in  New  York 
and  subsequently  discontinued.  The  next,  and  last, 
article  on  the  subject  was  jirinted  in  the  December  1951 
issue  of  The  American  Philatelist.  These  articles  should 
be  read  by  anyone  desiring  the  complete  story  of  the 
autographed  Lee  covers. 

The  last  one  was  in  the  nature  of  a  summary,  and 
brought  the  listing  of  all  of  the  Lee  covers  known  to 
be  in  private  hands,  up  to  that  date.    The  total  was  just

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fifteen,  of  which  only  five  were  actually  mailed  bearing 
Confederate  stamps,  seven  bore  no  stamps  and  were 
delivered  by  Lee  s  military  couriers,  while  the  remaining 
three  bore  uncanceled  stamps  and  doubtless  were  also 
delivered  by  couriers.  All  are  autographed  in  their  up- 
per right-hand  corners,  '"R.  E.  Lee,  Genl".  Six  still 
contained  the  original  Lee  letters,  which  of  course  adds 
materially  to  their  interest  and  value.  The  dates  of 
their  usage  runs  from  December  26,  1862  to  March  18, 
1865,  and  several  pre-war,  and  post-war,  Lee  covers  and 
letters  are  also  illustrated  and  described  in  the  articles. 

All  of  which  leads  up  to  the  unusual  features  of  the 
recently  discovered  Lee  cover  which  forms  the  basis  of 
the  present  article.  It  is  addressed  in  Lee's  unmistakable 
handwriting  as  follows: 

Mrs.  Charlotte  Lee 

c/o  Williams  Wickham 
Hickory  Hill,  near 
Hanover   Ct.  House, 
Virginia 

Charlotte  Lee  was  the  daughter  of  Williams  C.  Wick- 
ham and  the  wife  of  William  Henry  Fitzhugh  Lee, 
General  Lee's  third  child  and  second  son.  His  family 
nick-name  was  "Rooney",  and  his  wife  Charlotte  was 
also  his  cousin.  While  the  General  was  in  Texas  just 
before  the  War,  they  presented  him  with  his  first  grand- 
child, a  son,  in  April  1860,  whom  they  named  after  him, 
but  who  died  in  December  1862.  Lee  was  particularly 
fond  of  his  daughter-in-law  and  wrote  her  some  of  his 
gayest  and  most  tender  letters.  Great  tragedy  entered 
her  life,  however,  for  while  her  husband,  Rooney,  by 
then  a  Major  General,  lay  recovering  from  wounds  in 
1863  at  the  Wickham  house  at  Hickory  Hill, —  (to  which 
this  cover  is  addressed), — he  was  captured  by  Federal 
troops  on  June  26th  of  that  year.  He  was  then  im- 
prisoned at  Fort  Monroe  and  held  hostage  for  Union 
Officers  in  Confederate  hands.  Beset  by  fear  and  grief, 
Charlotte  fell  ill  and  died  on  December  26th  while  all 
efforts  to  gain  the  even  temporary  release  of  Rooney 
so  that  he  could  visit  his  dying  wife,  were  rejected  by 
the  then  commandant  at  Fort  Monroe,  the  notorious 
General  "Beast"  Butler.  Rooney  was  sent  to  Fort  Lafay- 
ette in  New  York  harbor  in  November  1863,  and  finally 
was  exchanged  in  February  1864,  when  he  rejoined  the 
Confederate  forces. 

One  other  Lee  cover  addressed  to  Mrs.  Charlotte  Lee 
is  known.  It  was  delivered  by  courier  to  her  in  Rich- 
mond late  in  1863 — (see  The  Stamp  Specialist,  India 
Book,  Pages  13-14).  But  in  April  1862,  when  the 
present  cover  was  mailed,  Charlotte  was  at  the  Wick- 
ham family  home  at  Hickory  Hill  and  General  Lee  was 
in  Richmond.  After  his  unsuccessful  campaign  in 
Western  Virginia  during  the  previous  winter,  Lee  was 


sent  to  inspect  and  strengthen  the  coastal  defences 
ranging  from  Charleston  to  Savannah.  Early  in  March 
President  Davis  called  him  back  to  Richmond  as  his 
military  advisor,  and  on  March  13th,  1862  he  was  "as- 
signed to  duty  at  the  seat  of  the  Government,  and, 
under  the  direction  of  the  President,  charged  with  the 
conduct  of  the  military  operations  in  the  arrries  of  the 
Confederacy".  (The  Story  of  the  Confederacy, — 
Henry,— Pages  104-5). 

Therefore,  at  the  time  he  addressed  this  letter  to  his 
daughter-in-law,  Lee,  while  a  General,  was  not  in  the 
field  and  had  no  command  of  troops.  It  was  not  until 
June  1,  1862,  when  General  Joseph  E.  Johnston,  in 
command  of  what  was  then  known  as  the  Confederate 
"Army  of  the  Potomac"  was  wounded  at  the  Battle  of 
Seven  Pines  during  the  advance  of  the  Federal  forces 
under  General  McClellan  in  the  Peninsular  campaign 
towards  Richmond,  that  Lee  was  again  put  in  active 
command  of  an  army.  He  took  over  on  that  date,  what 
was  to  become  the  famous  "Army  of  Northern  Virginia". 
Thus  we  have  the  historical  background  for  this  cover. 
The  more  philatelic  points  of  interest  are: 

Used  with  a  copy  of  the  5c  green  (#1)  Confederate 
stamp,  clearly  canceled  RICHMOND,  VA.,  APR. 
27,  1862,  it  represents  the  only  use  of  one  of  the 
lithographed  stamps  of  the  first  issue,  and  the 
earliest  date  of  use,  of  any  known  Lee  cover. 

It  is  the  only  known  Lee  cover  in  private  hands, 
not  bearing  the  "R.  E.  Lee,  Genl"  autograph.  Lee 
was  not  in  command  of  any  army  at  that  time,  and 
it  was  not  until  later  when  he  commanded  the 
Army  of  Northern  Virginia  that  he  began  so  auto- 
graphing his  envelopes, — which  were  mostly  de- 
livered by  couriers, — apparently  to  insure  their 
safe  and  prompt  delivery. 

The  cover  provides  additional  proof  of  the  fact  that 
there  was  no  "free"  mail  in  the  Confederacy,  (ex- 
cept that  of  the  official  Post  Office  Department  cor- 
respondence) ,  and  that  Lee,  like  President  Davis 
and  everyone  else,  had  to  use  stamps  on  letters 
going  through  the  mails.  Even  the  "R.  E.  Lee, 
Genl"  autograph  on  his  later  envelopes  was  not  a 
"frank",  but  merely  an  endorsement,  and  such  cov- 
ers had  to  have  stamps  added  when  and  if  they 
were  mailed. 

This  cover  thus  becomes  the  sixteenth  Lee  cover 
known  in' private  hands,  and  the  sixth  to  bear  used  Con- 
federate stamps.  Some  what  faded  from  age,  this  is  a 
remarkable  cover,  unique  in  many  aspects,  and  forms 
one  of  the  truly  great  pieces  of  Confederate  postal 
history.

Both 
he  and  Stephen  A.  Douglas  spoke 
there,  although  not  as  a  part  of 
their  series  of  famous  debates, 
during  their  1858  campaign  for 
the  Senate.  Both  "rode  circuit" 
and  practiced  law  in  the  town, 
and  at  one  time  were  property 
owners  there. 

The  cacheted  envelopes  will  be 
10c  each,  3  for  25c,  complete  with 
commemorative  franking.  They 
may  be  ordered  -from  Carl  E.

Lincoln  "Almanac

The  "almanac  murder  trial  "  of 
May  1858  in  Beardstovvn,  111  was 
not  a  great  legal  case.  SuL  it  was  a 
matter  of  much  human  iTfitere?t,  and 
winning  it  for  the  defendant  brought 
his  attorney  a  great  deal  of  what  is 
now  called  "favorable  press".  Due 
at  least  in  part  to  this  turn  of  e\  ents, 
the  lawyer  was  shortly  thereafter 
nominated  as  the  Republican  candi- 
date for  the  U.  S.  Senate.  His  name 
was  Abraham  J-.incoln. 

Briefly,  the  "almanac  trial"  found 
Lincoln  defending  the  son  of  an  old 
chum.  Acqj.iilal  came  when  he  pro- 
duced an  almanac  to  prove  that  the 
night  was  moonless  and  dark  at  a 
time  when  prosecution  witnes.-es 
claimed  they  saw  young  "Duff" 
Armstrong  beat  up  the  victim 

When  the  event  was  reenacted  in 
Beardstown  four  months  ago,  the 
Chicago  Philatelic  Society  prepaied 
a  number  of  cacheted  covers  noting 
the  event  and  had  them  serviced  on 
the  anniversary  date  with  the  4c 
Lincoln  stamp.  They  .^re  offered  at 
25c  each,  posted  under  outer  wrap- 
per.

IT  HAS  been  said  that  the  Civil  War  produced  the  world's 
first  truly  literate  armies.  One  result  of  this  was  the 
struggle's  rich  legacy  of  letters,  diaries,  and  memoirs.  An- 
other —  less  important  for  history,  but  possibly  more 
colorful  —  was  the  proliferation  of  what  philatelists  term 
"Civil  War  patriotic  covers." 

The  thousands  of  homesick  soldiers  and  the  anxious 
loved  ones  left  behind  them  created  a  vast  tide  of  mail. 
Many  of  the  letters  were  carried  by  envelopes  decorated 
in  keeping  with  the  fervid  emotions  and  sentimentality  of 
the  time.  The  fad  for  these  began  as  early  as  1860,  and  they 
bore  everything  from  flamboyant  patriotic  emblems  to 
crudely  drawn  caricatures  of  current  personalities  and 
events  —  not  to  mention  scenic  sketches  suggestive  of 
present-day  picture  postcards. 

Many  of  them  were  distributed  by  the  New  York  firm 
of  Charles  Magnus,  while  others  were  manufactured  in 
Philadelphia,  Cincinnati,  and  elsewhere.  They  have  long 
been  a  favorite  subject  for  collectors,  and  since  most  of 
them  were  printed  on  cheap  paper  which  deteriorates 
easily,  they  have  become  increasingly  rare. 

In  1944  the  widow  of  Charles  H.  Graves,  a  Duluth  in- 
surance dealer,  state  legislator,  and  onetime  minister  to 
Sweden,  presented  his  collection  of  some  350  such  covers 
to  the  Minnesota  Historical  Society.  They  are  preserved 
as  a  part  of  the  institution's  manuscripts  collection.  As  a 
Civil  War  centennial  offering,  a  few  examples  are  here 
reproduced  in  their  original  size  and  colors.

CACHET  FEATURING  1864  CAMPAIGN  POSTER 

LINCOLN'S  REELECTION  AND  THE  CLOSE  OF  THE  CIVIL 
WAR  ARE  THEMES  OF  C.P.S.  CACHETS  AND  SEAL 

By  W.  LEE  FERGUS 

A  panorama  of  the  last  year  of  the  Civil  War  is  the  theme  of  the  Chicago 
Philatelic  Society's  78th  Anniversary  Stamp  Exhibition. 

The  theme  of  the  C.P.S.  Exhibition  for  the  last  several  years  has  been  the 
centennial  of  events  of  the  times  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  This  was  featured  in 
the  decor  of  the  exhibition  hall,  the  splendid  published  programs,  and  the 
Society's  cachets  and  souvenir  seals.  This  is  the  case  again  this  year,  except 
that  the  focus  is  on  the  centennial  of  Lincoln's  reelection  in  1864,  and  on  the 
victorious  field  actions  by  his  famous  generals  —  Grant,  Sherman,  Sheridan 
and  Thomas,  as  well  as  the  many  lesser  leaders  in  the  bitter  conflict. 

The  election  of  1864  depended  largely  on  the  victories  achieved  on  the  field 
of  battle.  Lincoln  had  chosen  Grant  to  be  Commander-in-chief  of  the  Union 
Army — "a  soldier  to  do  a  soldier's  work" — to  unify  the  war  effort  and  de- 
feat the  two  great  Confederate  Armies  under  Generals  Johnston  and  Lee, 
thereby  bringing  an  end  to  the  rebellion.  This  Grant  did  by  a  "hammering  cam- 
paign," a  ruthless  series  of  battles  and  relentless  drives  so  costly  in  life  that 
the  nation  almost  faltered  in  its  final  great  effort. 

The  home  front  could  scarcely  stand  up  to  such  supreme  sacrifices  on  the 
battle  front.  The  people,  the  press,  the  pulpit  and  the  politicians  quailed  un- 
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der  the  terrific  demands  of  the  government  and  the  army.  The  President, 
himself  sick  at  heart  over  the  human  sacrifice,  could  scarcely  rally  the  war- 
weary  and  wavering  population,  so  undermined  by  the  faint  hearted,  the 
doubters,  the  weakling-  southern  sympathizers,  and  the  subversive  copper- 
heads. His  reelection  in  November,  1864,  was  weighed  in  the  balance,  and 
though  fairly  won,  was  with  only  a  faint  majority. 

The  final  campaigns  of  the  federal  armies  (1864-65)  ended  in  the  total  de- 
struction of  the  Confederate  armies  in  the  west  and  east,  and  the  crushing 
suppression  of  southern  supply,  followed  by  the  surrender  of  Lee  and  Johnston. 


CACHET  FEATURING  BATTLE  OF  THE  WILDERNESS 

The  torturous  road  to  victory  began  May  4,  1864,  when  Grant's  army  at- 
tempted a  direct  advance  on  Richmond,  in  the  Wilderness  campaign  via  Spott- 
sylvania  and  Carol  Harbor,  and  Sherman  simultaneously  started  from  Chat- 
tanooga toward  Atlanta.  Grant's  losses  before  Richmond  were  terrific.  Direct 
advance  was  stalled,  so  he  circled  about  the  city  toward  the  south  and  en- 
trenched and  besieged  the  fortified  Petersburg  where  his  position  proved  to 
be  another  slaughter  pen. 

Confederate  diversions  were  made  by  General  Early  with  the  destruction 
of  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania,  and  a  wild  dash  almost  to  the  edge  of  Wash- 
ington, D.C.  He  also  accomplished  a  surprise  attack  at  Cedar  Creek  in  the 
Shenandoah  valley  which  brought  Sheridan's  famous  ride  from  Winchester 
"twenty  miles  away."  Sheridan  defeated  Early  and  then  raided  the  Shenan- 
doah valley,  completely  destroying  all  grain,  livestock  and  other  supplies  from 
the  Confederate  armies.   He  then  turned  toward  Richmond. 

Sherman  advanced  from  Chattanooga  through  the  mountainous  terrain 
toward  Atlanta  and  was  victorious  in  spite  of  rain  and  mud.  He  was  ham- 
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pered  by  the  devastated  countryside  and  the  destroyed  railroads  and  bridges, 
but  rebuilt  as  he  went;  every  soldier  became  an  engineer. 

General  Hood  had  by  this  time  replaced  Johnston  in  Sherman's  path,  but 
was  unable  to  stop  the  relentless  advance  and  destruction  through  Georgia. 
Each  side  lost  about  30,000  men.  Georgia  was  cut  off  from  the  Confederacy, 
leaving  only  threa  active  rabel  states,  Virginia  and  the  Carolinas.  Sherman 
continued  onward  from  Atlanta  toward  Savannah  despite  the  fruitless  Con- 
federate effort  at  diversion  by  Hood  against  Thomas  at  Nashville,  where 
Thomas  ultimately  destroyed  hini.  For  weeks  while  Sherman  was  cut  off 
from  supplies  and  communications  from  the  North,  he  cut  a  sixty-mile  swath 
with  sixty  thousand  veterans  from  Atlanta  to  the  sea,  living  on  the  land. 
Savannah  was  taken  by  Christmas  of  1864. 

Sherman  then  refitted  his  federal  troops  and  cut  northward  through  the 
Carolinas.  His  troops  burned  the  city  of  Columbia,  then  fought  Johnston  near 
Goldsboro  and  occupied  that  city.  After  consulting  with  Grant,  Sherman  ac- 
cepted the  surrender  of  Johnston's  army  near  Durham  Station  (beyond  Raleigh) 
on  April  26,  1865. 

Sheridan,  coming  from  the  Shenandoah,  cut  across  Virginia  to  the  south 
of  Richmond,  and  kept  Lee  guarding  against  his  threats  to  that  capital.  Grant 
then  made  an  all-out  attack  on  beleaguered  Petersburg,  capturing  it  April  2, 
1865.  He  routed  Lee  and  entered  the  Confederate  capital  the  next  day.  Lee's 
army,  in  headlong  flight,  was  overtaken  by  Grant  in  forced  marches  at  Ap- 
pomatox  Court  Hou?e,  Virginia.  Lee  surrendered  his  armies  there  on  April 
9,  and  thus  ended  the  long  and  weary  war  between  the  states.

It  is  human  nature  perhaps  for  ordinary  mortals  like  ourselves  to 
try  to  associate  in  some  way  with  the  great  men  of  the  world.  As 
philatelists,  for  instance,  we  feel  a  certain  kinship  for  those  notables  of 
current  fame  or  past  history  who,  in  some  fashion,  however  remote, 
find  themselves  Unked  with  our  hobby. 

Now,  Abraham  Lincoln  was  not  a  stamp  collector.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  in  his  time  the  hobby  had  not  even  seen  the  light  of  day.  But 
in  the  1830's,  long  before  the  use  of  stamps  for  mailing  purposes, 
Abraham  Lincoln  distributed  the  mail  as  the  postmaster  of  New 
Salem,  111. 

This  was  Lincoln's  first  experi- 
ence with  public  office,  the  ap- 
pointment coming  because  his  pre- 
decessor, storekeeper  Samuel  Hill, 
was  charged  with  neglecting  his 
duties.  The  ladies  of  the  town  pe- 
titioned for  Hill's  removal,  and  the 
24-year-old  Lincoln  took  over  the 
office. 

In  those  days,  the  four-horse 
"mud-wagon"  carried  most  of  the 
mail  fiom  town  to  town,  although 
some  came  by  post  rider,  and  lat- 
er, by  stage.  With  only  two  mails 
a  week,  and  not  much  of  a  distribu- 
tion problem,  the  job  left  the 
young  postmaster  with  much  time 
for  other  activities. 

These  usually  involved  making 
extra  money  as  a  surveyor  and 
reading  the  mailed  newspapers  — 
a  procedure  that  in  time  made 
him  one  of  the  best  informed  men 
of  his  day. 

Lincoln's  principal  task  was  to 


to  his  brother  George,  on  Septem- 
ber 17,  1835: 

"The  Postmaster  (Mr.  Lincoln) 
is  very  careless  about  leaving  his 
office  open  and  unlocked  during 
the  day  —  half  the  time  I  go  in 
without  anyone  being  there,  as  was 
the  case  yesterday.  The  letter  wa^i 
only  marked  'twenty-five',  and 
even  if  he  had  been  there  and 
known  it  was  double  he  would  noi 
have  charged  me  any  more  — 
luckily  he  is  a  very  clever  fellow 
and  a  particular  friend  of  mine.  Ii 
he  is  there  when  I  carry  this  to 
the  office,  I  will  get  him  to  frank 
it  .  . 

And  Lincoln  did  frank  it,  for  on 
the  outside  of  the  letter  is  writ- 
ten: "Free,  A.  Lmcoln,  P.  M., 
New  Salem,  Illinois,  Sept.  22". 

The  Huntington  Library  in  San 
Marino,  Calif,  owns  one  of  these 
covers  franked  while  Lincoln  was 
postmaster.

It  was  in  1860,  during  the  presi- 
dential campaign  when  sectional  feel- 
ing between  the  North  and  South  was 
aroused  by  threats  of  war,  that  patri- 
otic envelopes  made  their  appearance 
in  appreciable  numbers.  With  the  com- 
ing of  the  inevitable  war,  newspapers 
told  the  tragic  stories  of  the  battles 
and  the  casualties,  but  the  sentiments 
and  passions  of  the  nation,  both  North 
and  South,  were  just  as  often  ex- 
pressed on  printed  envelopes  designed 
for  use  in  the  mails. 

This  patriotic  fervor  was  first  mani- 
fested when  printers  conceived  the 
idea  of  envelopes  bearing  the  Ameri- 
can flag  in  red,  white  and  blue.  Un- 
doubtedly their  aim  was  more  com- 
mercial than  patriotic,  but  the  idea 
spread.  Other  printers  and  publish- 
ers bent  on  "milking  the  hysteria  of 
patriotism"  followed  suit.  Soon  the 
soldiers'  mail  and  the  domestic  post 
were  flooded  with  colorful  envelopes, 
and  post  offices  were  made  gay  with 
colored  portraits,  drawings  and  car- 
toons. Some  were  noble  in  sentiment 
but  others  were  hysterical  in  theme. 
Needless  to  state,  there  was  nothing 
official  about  the  envelopes  except 
for  the  stamp  and  cancellation,  but 
they  gave  the  appearance  of  being 
official. 

Publishers  ran  their  presses  night 
and  day  to  supply  the  demand.  Elab- 
orate advertising  campaigns  were 
initiated  by  stationery  houses  offering 
their  products  for  sale,  and  special 
albums  were  designed  for  collectors 
of  envelopes.  No  home  owner  was 
considered  patriotic  unless  his  mantle- 
piece  displayed  a  collection  of  "patri- 
otics,"  as  they  were  called. 

By  the  time  the  Civil  War  came  to 
an  end,  something  over  15,000  differ- 
ent designs  had  been  distributed  by 
about  two  hundred  printers  and  pub- 
lishers. Most  of  the  envelopes  were 
printed  in  New  York  City.  Many  were 
poorly  designed  and  revealed  bad 
workmanship,  though  a  few  were  de-

signed  to  appeal  to  the  artistically  in- 
clined as  well  as  to  the  emotional.  A 
large  number  of  the  envelopes  were 
printed  from  standard  designs  on 
varying  grades  and  colors  of  paper 
stock.  So  many  envelopes  had  been 
printed  and  circulated  by  the  end  of 
the  war  that  philatelic  collectors 
valued  them  almost  entirely  on  the 
basis  of  their  stamps  and  postal  can- 
cellations. Unused  patriotic  envelopes. 


after  the  war's  hysteria  passed,  were 
not  worth  the  paper  they  were  print- 
ed on. 

Later,  when  collectors  discovered 
that  Civil  War  patriotic  envelopes  did 
chronicle,  to  a  certain  extent,  the 
chief  events  of  the  conflict,  they 
sought  out  each  species  of  cover,  un- 
used as  well  as  postally  used.  Today 
collectors  classify  the  unused  "patri- 
otic" as  an  "envelope"  and  the  postal-

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ly  used  as  a  "cover."  Because  the 
"covers"  are  exceedingly  rare,  most 
collectors  today  search  for  the  "en- 
velope." 

The  scope  of  these  patriotic  en- 
velopes covers  a  myriad  of  subjects 
and  classifications,  such  as  flags, 
shields,  the  Union,  eagles,  soldiers, 
battle  scenes,  army  camps,  officers, 
caricatures,  Lincoln,  Ellsworth,  Davis, 
Douglas  and  Confederate  topics.  En- 
velopes classified  as  Lincolniana  are 
always  most  intriguing  to  students 
of  the  Civil  War  period.  Since  they 
are  now  over  one  hundred  years  old, 
they  are  in  demand  by  both  the  Lin- 
coln collector  and  the  philatelic 
specialist. 

A  classification  of  Lincoln  patriotics 
embraces  the  following  categories: 

1.  The  first  campaign  (Lincoln  and 
Hamlin) 

2.  The  second  campaign  (Lincoln 
and  Johnson) 

3.  Patriotic  symbols  (flags,  shields, 
etc.) 

4.  Caricatures  (Union) 

5.  Portraits     (designs,  facsimile 
signatures,  etc.) 

6.  Groups    (Lincoln    and  cabinet, 
Lincoln  and  generals,  etc.) 

7.  Anti-Lincoln  (Confederate  cari- 
catures) 

8.  Funeral  (death) 

9.  Memorial  (aftermath) 
10.  Miscellaneous 

Perhaps  a  complete  collection  of 
Lincoln  patriotics  (unused  or  postally 
used)  in  all  of  the  many  variations  of 
color,  paper  stock  and  imprints  would 
number  approximately  250  separate 
items.  While  the  great  majority  of 
these  would  be  pro-Lincoln,  perhaps 
a  dozen  or  more  would  be  anti-Lin- 
coln. Although  the  President  had 
many  enemies  in  the  North,  most  of 
the  anti-Lincoln  sentiment  was  ex- 
pressed by  Southern  publishers;  en- 
velopes describing  the  President  as 
"Ape  Lincoln"  and  "The  Negro  Lin- 
coln" are  found  in  limited  numbers. 
One  envelope  displays  the  Confeder- 
ate flag  as  "A  Bitter  Pill  For  Lin- 
coln." Other  slogans  read:  "Let  Lin- 
coln Blush  For  Shame."  "This  Glori- 
ous Flag  .  .  .  Will  Make  Old  Lincoln 
Lose  His  Sight,"  "We  Laugh  To  Scorn 
The  Efforts  Of  The  Railsplitter  — 
Death  To  The  Vagabonds,  Lincoln 
And  Hamlin  —  No  Quarter  Given  To 
Lincolnites,"  "A  Sugar  Plum  For 
Lincoln  And  His  Fellows  In  Iniquity" 
and  "Lincoln  Played  Out  His  Last 
Card."  One  Confederate  patriotic 
makes  references  to  "Lincolnite 
Tories."  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
during  the  early  months  of  the  war 
several  Northern  publishing  houses 
printed  Confederate  patriotic  designs, 
along  with  their  Union  products. 

The  North  had  ample  paper  stock 
and  presses,  and  with  the  country  at 
war  and  -  Lincoln  the  Commander-in- 
chief,  it  would  have  been  poor  busi- 
ness ijideed,  as  well  as  unpatriotic,  to 
ridicule  the  President  through  the 
medium  of  the  United  States  mail.  So 
the  presses  ground  out  a  product  that 
was  avidly  desired  by  the  public. 

A  study  of  Lincoln  patriotics  will 
show  that  three  printers  or  publishers

These  colorful  envelopes  were  used  to  whip  up  voter  interest  for  Lincoln  and 
Hamlin  in  1860.  The  envelope  above  bears  the  initials  J.  S.  R.  (Raynor),  the 
envelope  manufacturer  of  New  York,  N.  Y. 
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dominated  the  field.  The  name  of 
Charles  Magnus  of  New  York  City 
is  as  important  in  a  sui-vey  of  this 
propaganda  medium  as  is  that  of 
Currier  and  Ives  in  the  field  of  Civil 
War  pictorial  art.  Magnus  published 
prints,  views,  photocards  and  tokens. 
His  volume  of  production  was  enor- 
mous and  the  quality  of  his  merchan- 
dise was  excellent. 

F.  K.  Kimmel  was  a  competitor  of 
Magnus'.  His  efforts  were  not  as  di- 
verse and  his  production  was  more 
curtailed.  He  often  copied  Magnus' 
designs  and  sometimes  improved  on 
the  coloring  work.  Kimmel's  Lincoln 


envelopes  are  as  eagerly  sought  to- 
day by  collectors  as  those  bearing  a 
Magnus  imprint.  J.  M.  Whittmore  of 
Boston  also  excelled  in  envelope  pro- 
duction and  perhaps  turned  out  the 
most  artistic  designs  for  Lincoln's 
second  campaign. 

The  best  tool  for  the  collector  of 
Civil  War  patriotics  is  a  privately 
printed  catalogue,  compiled  in  1934 
by  Robert  Laurence,  titled  The  George 
Wolcott  CoUecfion  of  Used  Civil  War 
Patriotic  Covers.  This  catalogue  has 
a  section  classified  as  "Lincoln,"  which 
lists  eighty  different  Lincoln  covers, 
with  an  excellent  illustration  of  each 


design;  a  few  other  Lincoln  covers  are 
catalogued  under  other  headings. 
Fortunately  the  auction  prices,  which 
run  as  high  as  $65  for  a  single  item, 
are  recorded. 

The  Wolcott  catalogue  describes 
less  than  a  dozen  Lincoln  caricature 
envelopes,  four  of  which  have  a  total 
auction  record  of  $234.  The  Lincoln 
National  Life  Foundation  has  thirty- 
six  Lincoln  cartoon  envelopes.  Never- 
theless, the  number  of  envelope  cari- 
catures is  not  as  great  as  one  would 
expect  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Lin- 
coln was  such  a  popular  subject  for 
the  caricaturist.  A  prize  collector's 
item  today  is  the  caricature  seiies 
titled  "Champion  Prize  Envelope  — 
Lincoln  &  Davis  in  5  Rounds."  This 
series  was  published  by  J.  H.  Tinglev, 
1521/2  Fulton  Street,  New  York,  with 
the  copyright  held  bv  T.  S.  Peirce 
in  1861. 

The  most  valuable  Lincoln  carica- 
ture envelope  is  of  Confederate  origin. 
The  Wolcott  collection  contains  one 
of  these  envelopes,  which  is  post- 
marked "Tuskegee,  Ala.  paid  5."  The 
cover  is  in  black  and  white  with  a 
Confederate  flag  in  colors.  The  theme 
is  "Our  Homes"  and  "Protection"  with 
an  ironical  note  as  to  the  cost.  "Tax- 
ation $500,000,000."  Only  by  a  careful 
examination  can  the  head  of  Lincoln 
be  discerned.  Collectors  know  of  no 
other  envelopes  with  a  Lincoln  car- 
toon which  were  actually  used  in  the 
Confederacy,  although  four  unused 
envelopes  bearing  the  cartoon  have 
been  reported. 

Lincoln's  assassination  and  death 
opened  up  an  opportunity  for  sta- 
tionery stores  to  capitalize  on  the 
funeral  of  the  Sixteenth  President. 
About  a  half-dozen  envelopes  in  som- 
ber black  borders  made  their  appear- 
ance and  were  widely  circulated.  How- 
ever, while  they  appear  in  consider- 
able numbers  unused,  very  few  of 
those  extant  are  postally  used.  The 
national  grief  which  followed  the 
President's  death  did  not  prevent  one 
publisher  from  issuing  a  John  Wilkes 
Booth  envelope,  which  must  have  had 
a  limited  sale  as  only  two  are  known 
to  be  extant. 

With  the  end  of  the  war  the  patri- 
otic fervor  was  spent.  The  United 
States  iTiail  reverted  to  letters  of  a 
more  conventional  appearance.  Peo- 
ple were  tired  of  conflict  and  perhaps 
just  a  little  disillusioned  about  such 
glamorous  trappings  of  war  as  "patri- 
otic envelopes."

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paign  in  1860  for  the  presidency.  How- 
ever, a  few  are  of  a  memorial  nature 
stressing-  his  patriotism  with  such 
slogans  as  "Stand  by  the  flag,"  "True 
to  the  Union  and  the  Constitution  to 
the  last,"  and  "Tell  then^  to  obey  the 
Laws  and  support  the  Constitution." 
Most  of  the  Douglas  envelopes  are 
drab  and  colorless.  Some  of  the  en- 
velopes bear  in  red  printer's  ink  the 
word  "Patriot;"  however,  some  parti- 
san printers  would  often  stamp  the 
Douglas  envelopes  with  the  word 
"Traitor."

Featuring  Colonel  Elmer  E.  Ellsworth 

Forty-eight  patriotic  envelopes  in 
the  Foundation's  collection  feature 
Colonel  Elmer  E.  Ellsworth,  the  first 
commissioned  Union  officer  to  lose  his 
life  at  Alexandria,  Virginia  on  May 
23,  186L  He  was  the  "Darling  of 
Destiny"  and  stationers  rushed  to  the 
presses  to  print  colorful  envelopes 
and  writing  paper  with  his  picture. 

Most  of  the  Ellsworth  envelopes  are 
in  color.  A  dramatic  theme  for  many 
of  the  artists  was  the  killing  of  Ells- 
worth at  the  Marshall  House  by 
.James  W.  Jackson,  and  the  death  of 
the  proprietor  who  was  in  turn  slain 
by  Corporal  Brownell. 

As  Lincoln  and  Ellsworth  enjoyed 
a  father  and  son  relationship,  the 
young  hero's  funeral  was  conducted 
in  the  White  House,  and  Lincoln 
wrote  a  beautifully  sympathetic  letter 
to  r']lls\voi-th's  parents.  (See  Lincoln 
Lore  No.  14.3.5.)

Featuring  Jefferson  Davis 

The  collection  of  254  envelopes  fea- 
turing Jefferson  Davis  in  the  Founda- 
tion's collection  may  be  one  of  the 
largest  in  existence.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  a  half-dozen  envelopes,  the 
miniature  cartoons  ridicule  the  Con- 
federate President.  As  caricature 
lends  itself  to  ridicule,  we  can  assume 
that  these  envelopes  were  printed  in 
the  North  during  the  Civil  War.  This 
fact  is,  of  course,  borne  out  by  the 
many  imprints  and  copyrights  of 
northern  presses  that  appear  on  the 
envelopes. 

Because  of  their  northern  origin, 
the  envelopes  are  in  many  instances 
beautifully  colored  and  skillfully 
printed  on  good  paper  stock  of  vary- 
ing sizes.  A  few  of  the  items  were 
postally  used.  A  favorite  topic  of 
many  of  the  artists  was  a  depiction 
of  Davis  on  the  gallows  or  hanging 
from  a  sour  apple  tree.

Most  of  the  designs  are  printed  in 
colored  ink  and  a  few  are  artistic 
and  beautiful.  Perhaps  the  finest  one 
of  the  lot  is  a  Charles  Magnus  cover 
in  color  of  the  U.S.  Capitol  at  Wash- 
ington, D.C.  A  few  were  postally 
used. 


Lincoln  Lore  Number  1554,  August,  1967 
featured  the  rare  publication  "Inaugural 
Address,  March  4,  1865"  under  the  title 
"Monaghan  600."  In  that  article  a  list  of 
the  owners  of  that  rare  publication  was 
given.  Since  the  publication  of  the  list 
we  have  leained  that  a  copy  has  long 
been  in  the  possession  of  the  American 
Antiquarian  Society  of  Worcester,  Massa- 
chusetts.

Land  Of  Lincoln' 
Theme  Of  Show 

"Land  of  Lincoln"  is  the  theme 
of  the  82nd  anniversai-y  celebra- 
'  tion  of  the  Stamp  Show  held  an- 
nually by  the  Chicago  Philatelic 
Society.  This  event  with  its  Ex- 
hibits -  Dealers  Bourse  -  Banquet 
will  be  held  November  15,  16 
and  17,  in  the  Randolph  Room  of 
■the  Sherman-House,  Chicago. 


Of  significant  Interest  this  year 
is  the  Sesquicentennial  celebra- 
tion of  Illinois  as  the  21st  state 
of  the  union,  Dec.  3,  1818.  Spe- 
•ial  attention  ia  given  to  young 
.  Abe.  Lincolii  as  a  youth  soon 
after  he  entered  the  State  of 
Illinois. 

A  set  of  three  historical  ca- 
cheted  covers  and  two  souvenir 
seals  will  be  issued  with  subjects 
related  to  the  events  of  the  time. 

The  subjects  of  the  3  cachet- 
ed  covers  are  as  follows:

The  maximum  card  shown  in 
Figure  1  is  an  example  of  use  of 
a  postal  stationery  item  related 
to  the  issued  adhesive.  In  this 
case  the  Lincoln  It  (Scott  #UX28) 
#5  postal  card  specially  cut  from 
a  sheet  of  40  was  used  as  a  ve- 
hicle for  a  First  Day  Cover  of  the 
40  Lincoln  coil  of  1966  (Scott 
#1303). 

There  are  three  recognized  var- 
ieties of  this  card,  the  No.  3  var- 
iety is  shown  here.  The  three 
varieties  may  be  identified  as  fol- 
lows: No.  1  was  made  from  steel 
plate  dies  and  features  a  clear 
sharp  impression.  Early  issues  of 
these  were  made  up  in  sheets  of 
18  (2x9). 

No.  2  varieties  were  made  from 
the  second  electrotype  plates.  The 
locks  of  hair  on  the  Lincoln  he.id 
form  a  loop  and  the  middle  frame 
point  below  "EN"  in  CENT  is 
sharper  and  longer  than  the  other 
varieties. 

No.  3  was  made  up  from  the 
third  electrotype  plates  and  has 
a  winged  collar  around  Lincoln's 
neck,  a  dot  in  "P"  of  the  word 
POSTAGE  and  the  right  inner 
frame  irregular. 

Sheets  of  this  postal  card  issue 
were  made  available  to  commer- 
cial printers  in  sheets  of  20,  40, 
44,  80  and  88,  plus  the  early  sheets 
of  18.  It  might  be  noted  here  that 


commemorative  postal  cards 
not  available  in  sheets  and  are 
released  from  the  Post  Office  De- 
partment as  individual  items. 

The  40  Lincoln  precancelled 
postal  card  (Scott  #UX48)  issued 
November  10,  1962  is  also  shown 
used  as  a  maximum  card,  this 
time  for  the  1968  Illinois  State- 
hood issue.  It  was  cut  from  sheets 
of  40.  This  was  the  first  postal 
car  d  to  be  issued  on  white  stock, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  long 
established  practice  of  issuing 
such  postal  stationery  on  buff 
colored  paper.  Some  of  the  paper 
used  for  this  issue  incorporated 
fluorescent  whiteners  which  can 
be  detected  with  a  black  or  long 
wave  light. 

There  are  two  distinct  varieties 
of  this  card.  One  type  is  printed 
by  the  use  of  chrome-plated  elec- 
trotype plates  and  is  identified  by 
measuring  98mm  from  the  left 
end  of  the  inscription  on  the  card 
to  tlie  right  edge  of  the  frame  of 
the  stamp.  The  other  variety  is 
prepared  from  steel  plate  printing 
and  measures  99mm  from  the  left 
end  of  the  inscription  to  the  right 
edge  of  the  frame  line  of  the 
stamp.  The  precancel  bars  are  a 
part  of  the  dies  and  it  is  therefore 
recommended  that  the  seajch  for 
varieties  with  missing  bars  be 
abandoned.

An  outstanding  collection  of 
Llncolnania  has  been  sold  intact 
by  Carl  E.  Lewis  of  Poughkeep- 
sie,  N.Y.  to  C.  D.  Taylor  of 
Syracuse,  N.Y.  for  an  undisclos- 
ed sum. 

Ttie  bulk  of  the  collection  was 
contained  in  24  volumes.  The 
earliest  consisted  of  used  Lin- 


coln campaign  covers,  of  which 
there  were  over  a  dozen,  and 
even  more  Civil  War  patriotic 
covers  picturing  the  President. 

Every  stamp  issued  by  the 
U.S.,  its  possessions  and  foreign 
nations  was  included,  with  a 
sJwwing  of  proofs  and  essays 
that  was  ahnast  complete.

Paper  at  that  time  was 
scarce  and  of  poor  quality,  and  the  majority  of  covers  found  are 
in  delapitated  condition."

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NY  A  church  to  observe  Lincoln's 


The  Lincoln  Commission  of  the  New  York 
Avenue  Presbyterian,  Church,  Washington, 
D.C.,  will  observe  Lincoln  Day  on  Feb.  8  and 
will  release  a  cacheted  cover  and  special  can- 
cel on  Feb.  12. 

According  to  a  spokesman  (or  the  commis- 
sion, a  diagram  of  the  pews  available  for  the 
Llncolns'  selection  was  taken  to  the  White 
House  In  early  1861,  after  President  and  Mrs, 
Lincoln  decided  to  make  the  NYA  church  their 
place  of  worship  in  Washington. 

The  pew  chosen  by  the  Llncolns  became 
known  as  the  "Lincoln  pew."  It  has  been  pre- 
served and  is  located  In  the  new  sanctuary. 
Presidents  of  the  United  States  are  seated  In 
this  pew  when  they  worship  there. 

Tad  and  Willie  Lincoln  reportedly  attended 
NYA  Sunday  School.  Prior  to  his  death,  Willie 
designated  his  "Savings"  to  mission  work  of 
the  Sunday  School,  states  the  spokesman. 

Dr.  Phlrteas  D.  Gurf^, minister  of  the  NYA 
from  1859-1868,  was  a  friend  and  advisor  to 


President  Lincoln,  slavery  being  their  com- 
mon concern.  A  three-page  manuscript  In 
longhand  by  the  president  is  displayed  in  the 
Lincoln  parlor  oi  the  church. 

Known  as  the  "Emancipation  Document," 
It  suggested  a  b£.sls  for  freeing  the  slaves.  It  Is 
an  historic  document  which  culminated  in  the 
Emancipation  Proclamation  of  1863.  It  was 
presented  to  NYA  In  1953  by  Barney  Balaban, 
president  of  Paramount  Pictures  Corp. 

-  Dr.  Gurley  was  called  to  the  bedside  of  the 
dying  president  on  April  M,  1865.  He  delivered 
the  funeral  address  In  the  East  Room  of  the 
White  House  ajid  rode  the  funeral  train  to 
Springfield,  III.  There  he  officiated  in  the  cer- 
emonies at  the  tomb. 

'  The  Lincoln  memorial  tower  and  belfry  of 
NYA,  containing  chimes  and  a  tour-sided 
clock,  were  gifis  of  the  Robert  Todd  Lincoln 
family.  Dedicated  In  1929,  they  were  recon- 
structed In  (he  new  church.

Two  stalnfed  glass  windows  In  the  sanctuafV, 
a  Lincoln  window  and  a  window  Inscribed 
"One  Nation  ,under  God,"  commemorate  spe- 
cific events  In  the  church's  history. 

"With  malice  toward  node,  with  charity  for 
'  all.  with  firrtmess  in  the  rigtit  as  God  gives  us 
to  see  the  right,"  the  famUiarj^uatatioDifrom 
Lincoln's  second  inaugural  address.  Is  a  fea- 
ture of  the  Lincoln  window. 

Dedicated  In  1970,  the  window  depicts  Lin- 
coln standing  in  prayer,  the  trials  of  the  Civil 


•  War,  Lincoln's  counsel  with  Dr.  Gurley  and  a 
reunited  nation. 

Designed  by  Mr.  and  Mrs,  Herbet  C,  Ruck- 
mick,  longtime  members  of  NYA,  the  window 
was  created  by  the  Willet  Stained  Glass  Stu- 
dios of  Philadelphia,  Pa,  A  portion  of  this  win- 
dow design  was  used  for  the  cachet  on  the 
commemorative  envelope  being  offered  by  the 
commission. 

The  cover  can  be  obtained  for  tl  each  or 
three  for  $2.50  plus  a  No,  10  self-addressed, 
stamped  envelope  from  Lincoln  Commission, 
NYA  Church,  1313  New  York  Ave.  NW,  Wish-

The  commission  was  authorized  by  the  NYA 
Session  April  27,  1971,  to  provide  leadership 
and  coordination  for  activities  commemora- 
tive of  Abraham  Lincoln, 

President  Lincoln's  birthday  has  been  ob- 
served as  a  special  occasion  at  the  NYA 
church  for  more  than  60  years,  and  Is  now  a 
■  communitywide,  ecumenical  observance. 

Lincoln  Commission  members  serve  with- 
out remuneration  tmd  represent  a  cross-sec- 
tion of  people  Interested  In  Lincoln,  inside  and 
outside  the  NYA  congregation,  according  to 
the  spokesman. 

The  work  of  the  commission  is  financed 
from  voluntary  sources  outside  the  annual 
chureh  budget.  Individuals  and  organizations 
Interested  In  Lincoln  are  invited  to  help  un- 
derwrite the  work  of  the  commission,  notes

This  will  assist  you  in  the  stamp  world 
and  also  determine  what  is  or  is  not  a  First  Day  Cover  along  with  some  concept  of  value  of 
Stamps  and  Covers.  It  will  not  give  you  any  clue  to  the  Cachet,  (artwork  on  the  comer).  I  could 
go  through  a  large  collection  quickly  as  discussed  once  you  determine  what  can  be  done 
according  to  the  gift  requirement. 

What  was  the  response  from  the  local  stamp  shop  as  to  how  best  to  get  the  covers  or  stamps?  I 
guess  it  is  immaterial  until  you  determine  the  salability?  I  do  believe  the  First  Day  can  be 
packaged  for  both  retail  in  the  store  and  as  a  "  giveaway"  by  the  Company.   Good  luck  with  this 
concept  and  again  my  assistance  is  as  close  as  the  phone. 

If  you  believe  my  help  would  be  usefiil  to  the  cause  I  am  sure  we  can  find  the  time  to  make  the 
trip  to  Lincoln  again.  Please  let  me  know.

FDC  Cachet  Market  Value  Prices 


You  will  find  a  variety  of  prices  for  different  cachets  for  each  stamp  issue. 
Cachets  are  art.  They  are  miniature  drawings,  paintings  produced  in  many  cases 
in  limited  quantity.  In  many  cases  the  cachet  value  far  exceeds  the  value  of  the 
stamp  on  the  envelope. 

There  are  many  factors  that  determine  the  value  of  a  cacheted  FDC.  Some  of 
these  factors  are: 

1  Relative  number  of  cachets  produced.  This  number  can  be  as  low  as  1 0;  e.g. 
those  cachets  produced  bv  William  Unto.  Or  it  could  be  as  high  as  20,000  as  is 
the  case  with  some  of  the  mass-produced  cachets  by  various  large  companies. 

2.  Color.  Most  collectors  like  color.  A  colorful,  well  executed  cachet  design  can 
be  very  valuable. 

3.  Dealer  and  Collector  Demand.  Cachets  appearing  in  research  articles  and  at 
stamp  exhibits  can  cause  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  demand;  this  drives  up  the 
price. 

4.  Overall  quality.  The  attractiveness  and  workmanship  of  the  cachet  and 
envelope  adds  to  the  value  of  the  FDC. 

5.  The  Cachet  Maker.  There  are  several  cachet  makers  that  are  very  popular 
among  collectors.  This  tends  to  increase  the  value  of  these  particular  cachets. 

6.  First  Cachets.  ^  pr^t  nar^fiPf  is  simply  the  first  cachet  a  particular  cachet 
maker  produced.  This  can  greatly  increase  the  value  of  a  first  day  cover. 

Below  is  a  list  of  Market  Value  Codes  and  their  relative  Dollar  Values.  These 
prices  are  for  a  cacheted  FDC  with  a  single  stamp  affixed.  Generally  a  block  of  4 
sells  for  1  times  the  listed  price,  and  a  plate  block  sells  for  272  times  this  listed 
price. 

(Important  Note:  The  number  of  stamps  affixed  to  a  cover  adds  NO  premium  to 
the  cover  if  the  cover  contains  a  First  Cachet.)

COLLECTING  AND  CARE  OF  FIRST  DAY  COVERS 


About  twenty  percent  of  all  First  Day  Covers  are  eventually  de- 
stroyed because  the  salvage  value  of  the  stamps  is  more  than  the  value  of 
the  cover.  These  covers  were  either  improperly  serviced  to  start  with  or 
subsequently  mis-handled  by  their  various  owners.  With  the  increasing 
popularity  of  First  Day  Cover  collecting,  both  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  it  is  important,  to  avoid  disappointment,  that  collectors  strive 
to  collect  and  preserve  their  covers  in  the  best  possible  condition;  the  dif- 
ference being  between  a  collection  of  merit  and  the  waste  basket.  If  this 
twenty  percent  can  be  eliminated  then  a  collection  becomes  worth  more 
in  both  a  monetary  sense  and  appearance. 

Collectors  should  explore  their  own  interests  and  means  in  col- 
lecting. Stamp  and  cover  collecting  is  not  a  "regimented"  hobby  and  your 
opinion  of  what  and  how  you  want  to  collect  is  as  good  as  any  expert. 

No  intention  is  made  to  set  up  "rules";  only  to  report  what  is  com- 
mercially acceptable;  the  type  and  condition  of  First  Day  Covers  which 
dealers  will  buy  for  the  simple  reason  it  is  the  type  of  material  for  which 
they  have  customers.  Our  purpose  is  to  give  you  the  information  and  what 
you  do  with  it  is  your  own  concern. 

If  anyone  wants  to  collect  envelope  fronts  or  two  by  four  inch  pieces 
showing  stamp  and  cancellation,  that  is  their  business;  but  don't  expect  a 
resale  value.  Perhaps  someday  the  continual  flood  of  new  issues  will  require 
collecting  two  by  fours  out  of  neccessity  to  overcome  shear  bulk.  Until 
such  time  collectors  desiring  to  get  the  best  for  their  money  in  both  buying 
and  selling  must  face  conditions  as  they  are  and  not  as  they  would  like 
them  to  be. 


FIRST  DAY  COVERS 

A  First  Day  Cover  is  an  envelope  on  which  the  stamp  has  been 
postmarked  on  the  first  day  that  the  stamp  in  question  was  placed  on  sale 
at  a  regular  postoffice  to  the  general  pubUc  at  the  face  value  of  the 
stamp.  Adhesives  not  meeting  these  requirements  as  to  sale  are  not  post- 
age stamps  to  start  with;  and  while  even  match  book  covers  are  collectable 
they  have  no  place  in  a  collection  of  postage  stamps. 

Whether  or  not  the  stamp  was  placed  on  sale  at  an  "official"  first 
day  city  or  not  is  of  little  consequence.  Neither  the  stamp  or  the  cancelling 
device  knows  the  difference  and  the  first  day  is  the  first  day  whether 
in  Pittsburgh  or  Kalamazoo.  Anyone  who  insists  that  only  "official" 
first  day  cities  can  have  stamps  cancelled  on  the  first  day  of  issue  should 
also  present  documents  to  prove  that  the  stamp  was  not  valid  for  use  in 
any  other  postoffice.  Covers  cancelled  at  other  than  "official"  first  day 
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cities  are  not  worth  less  and  are  often  more  desireable  than  the  "official" 
item. 

First  flight  covers,  postoffice  openings  (Israel)  and  such  things  as 
covers  cancelled  on  the  213th  anniversary  of  the  9th  birthday  of  John 
Doe  are  not  first  day  covers;  unless  of  course  a  special  stamp  has  been 
issued  for  the  event  (and  sooner  or  later  probably  will  be).  First  Day  Cov- 
er collecting  has  increased  rapidly  in  countries  where  this  is  generally 
understood.  In  Great  Britain  where  any  type  of  cover  or  special  cancella- 
tion for  any  kind  of  an  event  is  called  a  "first  day  cover"  the  collecting  of 
true  First  Day  Covers  has  never  developed  to  any  extent. 

The  first  recorded  effort  in  the  United  States  to  get  stamps  special- 
ly cancelled  on  their  first  day  of  sale  is  the  1898  Trans-Mississippi  issue. 
Hermann  August  Kah  of  Baden-Baden,  Germany,  was  probably  sent  the 
entire  issue  on  registered  covers,  although  only  the  8c,  50c  and  $1  values 
are  known,  by  stamp  dealer  J.  M.  Bartels  and  postmarked  at  Omaha, 
Nebraska  on  June  17,  1898.  First  Day  Covers  prior  to  this  were  commer- 
cial covers  which  just  happened  to  be  used  on  the  first  day  of  issue, 
without  philatelic  intent,  and  luckily  not  destroyed. 


CACHET 

The  design  imprinted  on  the  front  right  hand  side  of  the  envelope 
is  called  a  cachet.  I  do  not  know  who  is  responsible  for  the  word  "ca- 
chet" or  when  it  was  first  used. 

This  cachet  may  be  engraved,  printed,  rubber  stamped,  screened 
or  hand  drawn  in  one  or  more  colors.  It  is  usually  of  private  manufacture 
although  some  have  what  might  be  called  a  "semi-official"  nature.  Ca- 
chets usually  refer  to  the  stamp  or  event  in  some  manner  although  there 
are   many   "stock"  cachets  which  are  attractive. 

The  Postoffice  Departments  of  the  United  Nations,  Australia  and 
many  other  countries  supply  a  standard  cachet  for  use  of  First  .Day  Covers. 
Some  postmasters  also  on  occasion  apply  an  additional  cachet,  on  the 
back  if  one  is  already  on  the  front,  of  their  own.  Stamp  societies,  when  a 
new  stamp  is  issued  in  connection  with  their  organization,  have  what  they 
call  an  "official"  cachet.  By  whose  authority  and  what  makes  it  "official" 
is  yet  to  be  explained. 

Albert  C.  Roessler  was  one  of  the  first  stamp  dealers  to  make  an 
effort  to  service  new  issues  on  First  Day  Covers.  He  used,  as  did  most  deal- 
ers at  the  time,  his  own  commercial  envelope  with  his  business  corner  card, 
a  practice  not  unusual  through  the  late  20's. 

Although  it  is  common  practice  to  add  cachets  to  plain  envelopes 
even  years  after  the  first  day  of  issue  (all  stamped  envelopes,  airletters 
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and  Project  Mercury  cachets  have  been  added  after  issue),  the  first 
known  cachet  was  that  of  George  W.  Linn  (Linn's  Weekly  Stamp  News) 
for  the  Harding  Memorial  stamp  of  1923.  It  consisted  of  five  small  lines 
of  printing  in  the  lower  left  corner.  This  adding  of  color  to  the  envelope 
gave  First  Day  Cover  collecting  its  first  real  boost,  even  though  most 
envelopes  remained  without  cachets  until  the  early  30's. 

Cachets,  starting  with  the  Washington  Bi-Centennial  issue  of  1932, 
are  expected  and  there  is  little  demand  after  this  date  for  covers  without 
cachets.  Late  issues,  without  cachets  and  with  address  placed  so  that 
some  enterprising  artist  does  not  have  room  to  add  his  own  cachet,  are 
worthless. 

Rubber  stamp  cachets  are  used  today  only  as  supplemental  ca- 
chets, being  applied  to  the  back  of  the  cover.  Early  rubber  stamp  ca- 
chets, particularly  at  the  time  first  flight  covers  were  popular,  are  not 
unusual. 

The  idea  that  any  one  manufacturers  cachet  is  more  desireable 
than  anothers  is  solely  a  matter  of  opinion;  all  have  their  merits.  The  de- 
mand for  a  particular  make  varies  from  time  to  time  with  a  direct  relation 
as  to  the  effort  a  particular  manufacturer  makes  to  promote  his  cachet. 
Although  some  premium  is  often  asked  for  a  particular  cachet  in  selling, 
very  seldom  does  a  premium  apply  for  a  particular  cachet  when  the 
dealer  buys;  this  is  a  synthetic  market  that  the  collectors  themselves  have 
created  and  finds  little  following  amongst  the  professionals.  Hand  made 
cachets  of  artistic  merit  are  worth  substantially  more  than  the  standard 
commercial  product. 

Some  of  the  cachets  manufactured  in  the  United  States,  and  this 
listing  is  far  from  complete,  are:  Stephen  Anderson,  Aristocrat,  Artcraft, 
Artmaster,  Bi-Color,  Fleetwood,  Glory,  Henry,  House  of  Farnam,  Kolor- 
Kover,  Pontiac,  Ritz,  Velvet  and  Vivid.  Most  also  supply  cachets  for 
United  Nations,  New  York.  Artcraft  and  Rosecraft  are  made  for  Cana- 
dian new  issues.  Addresses  of  these  manufacturers  can  be  obtained  from 
their  advertising  in  most  stamp  magazines. 

One  advantage  of  an  engraved  cachet  is  that  the  envelope  used 
is  of  the  best  quality.  Engraving  just  doesn't  look  good  on  cheap  paper. 


ADDRESS 

With  the  increased  popularity  of  First  Day  Covers,  Philip  H.  Ward, 
Jr.  was  instrumental  in  getting  the  United  States  Postoffice  to  give  advance 
notices  of  new  issues  far  enough  in  advance  so  that  collectors  could  easily 
obtain  First  Day  Covers.  The  Postoffice  also  set  up  facilities  at  "official" 
first  day  cities  for  servicing  and  cancelling  covers  on  the  first  day  of  issue. 
Collectors  could  send  up  to  ten  envelopes,  now  increased  to  a  "reasonable" 
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number,  what  ever  that  may  be.  This  amount  was  circumvented  then, 
as  now,  by  simply  sending  separate  orders  together  with  money  order  for 
each. 

Today  if  the  Postoffice  damages  a  First  Day  Cover,  either  in  the 
process  of  servicing  or  later  in  transit,  they  will  replace  the  damaged 
cover  without  charge.  This  was  not  always  so  and  whether  covers  would 
be  returned  in  a  collectable  condition  was  mostly  a  matter  of  pot  luck. 
The  normal  expectation  was  that  two  out  of  every  ten  covers  so  ordered 
would  somehow  come  back  in  an  uncollectable  condition.  This  added  sub- 
stantially to  the  cost  of  the  other  eight.  Most  postal  clerks  now  recognize 
philatelic  covers  and  keep  their  blue  pencil  and  rubber  stamp  markings  off 
such  covers. 

Harry  loor  of  Indianapolis  was  one,  if  not  the  largest,  dealer  in  new 
issue  First  Day  Covers.  He  started  going  to  each  first  day  city  in  person  to 
see  that  his  covers  were  properly  serviced.  Later  he  offered,  for  a  small 
fee,  this  service  to  other  dealers.  This  was  a  very  good  thing  for  the  dealer 
as  he  could  order,  and  pay,  for  whatever  number  he  required  at  one 
time  and  was  sure  of  getting  ten  saleable  covers  for  every  ten  ordered  as 
Mr.  loor  forwarded  these  covers,  neatly  wrapped  and  protected,  and  of 
course  unaddressed,  as  a  package. 

The  dealer  would  then  type  in  the  customers  name  and  address 
and  transmit  the  nice  clean  cover  to  the  collector.  Any  not  sold  were  kept 
in  stock  and  whenever  one  was  sold  the  dealer  typed  in  the  buyers  name 
.  .  .  even  years  later.  Any  idea  that  because  a  cover  of  the  mid  30's  has 
an  address  that  it  went  through  the  mail  as  a  letter  is  not  true,  particularly 
if  in  exceptional  condition.  Covers  were  handled  then,  as  now,  through 
agents  who  go  in  person  to  the  first  day  city. 

Sometimes  the  addressing  chore  was  passed  along  to  the  collector 
who  wrote  his  own  name  and  address  on  the  cover.  Many  collectors  never 
got  around  to  writing  their  names  with  the  result  that  when  they  wanted  to 
sell  the  buyer  would  pay  a  higher  price  so  that  he  in  turn  would  have 
covers  with  his  own  name  and  address.  So  the  unaddressed  cover  was 
born;  not  as  sinister  manipulation  and  promotion  on  the  part  of  dealers  but 
the  direct  result  of  heavy  mutilations  in  the  mail  and  the  desire  of  collectors 
to  put  their  own  name  and  address  on  covers  in  their  collections. 

The  address  on  a  cover  may  be  applied  by  typewriter,  pen  and 
ink,  ball  point  pen,  pencil,  rubber  stamp,  printed,  gummed  labels  or  re- 
moveable  labels.  That  many  people  do  not  know  how  or  where  the  ad- 
dress goes  on  an  envelope  is  the  greatest  cause  of  unsaleable  covers. 

Addresses  should  be  in  the  lower  right  hand  side  of  the  envelope 
and  carefully  typewritten,  with  no  errors  in  misspelled  words  or  type 
alignment,  using  a  typewriter  ribbon  which  is  neither  new  (excessive  ink) 
or  old  (poor  impression).  One  lot  which  was  my  misfortune  to  handle 
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had  the  M  of  Mr.  with  the  bottom  of  the  capital  M  and  the  top  of  the 
lower  case  m  showing  on  every  cover.  At  least  the  stamps  were  worth 
35c  a  hundred  after  being  soaked  off  the  envelopes. 

Gummed  labels,  rubber  stamp  and  printed  addresses,  on  late  is- 
sued covers  can  be  dismissed  as  plain  ridiculous.  Some  inks  in  ball  point 
pens  tend  to  creep  and  after  a  period  of  time  are  not  very  attractive. 

Pen  and  ink  addresses  when  written  by  someone  who  has  taken 
the  trouble  to  learn  to  write  legibly  are  usually  quite  attractive  and  in  most 
instances  look  better  than  a  typewritten  address.  The  undecipherable 
scribbling  that  most  of  us  use  has  no  business  being  seen  in  public. 

Pencil  addresses  are  acceptable  if  done  lightly  with  soft  lead  so 
that  it  can  be  removed  with  a  soft  eraser  without  leaving  traces  of  either 
the  address  or  erasure.  Pencil  addresses  applied  with  hard  lead  and 
sharp  points  (and  some  almost  come  through  the  back  of  the  envelope) 
cannot  be  sold  either  as  addressed  or  unaddressed  covers  but  there  is  a 
good  market  for  waste  paper. 

Use  of  removeable  labels,  providing  they  are  removed  as  soon 
as  possible  are  acceptable.  If  left  on  any  length  of  time  they  will  leave 
a  brownish  stain  which  cannot  be  removed.  Many  covers  of  today  will 
in  the  future  be  worthless  because  these  labels  were  not  removed  soon 
enough. 

Some  envelopes,  particularly  Scandanavian,  are  made  almost  or 
entirely  of  wood  pulp.  When  removeable  labels  are  carelessly  removed 
from  these  envelopes  it  will  damage  the  envelope.  A  drop  of  solvent, 
such  as  lighter  fluid,  inside  the  envelope  in  back  of  the  label  will  soften  it 
enough  so  that  with  the  right  timing  (about  ten  seconds)  the  label  can 
be  removed  without  trace. 

As  with  cachets  which  have  been  applied  years  later,  addresses 
show  their  age  too.  Seldom  does  the  ink  match  the  date  on  the  envelope  as 
to  proper  aging.  1935  covers  are  not  expected  with  electric  typewritten 
addresses. 

Covers  without  address  are  not  acceptable  for  competition  in  stamp 
exhibitions.  This  is  understandable.  The  cover  is  incomplete  and  no 
pretense  can  be  made  that  it  ever  went  through  the  mail.  At  least  with  an 
address  it  "could"  have  gone  though  the  mail,  at  least  to  the  same  degree 
that  most  stamps  issued  by  the  African  republics  "could"  have  been  used 
for  postage. 

Many  communist  countries,  notably  Hungary,  apply  the  address 
to  First  Day  Covers  and  send  them  through  regular  mail  channels  without 
further  postmark  as  long  as  the  commissar  has  any  left  for  sale.  Covers 
postmarked  five  years  before  being  received  are  commonplace  but  the 
backstamp  often  gives  them  away  for  what  they  are  —  unaddressed  First 
Day  Covers  with  address  added  later;  registration  markings  or  not.

STAMPS 


The  stamp  on  a  First  Day  Cover  should  be  as  nearly  perfect  as 
possible,  but  centering  is  not  as  important  as  if  the  stamp  were  off  cover. 
It  should  be  placed  square  with  the  upper  right  corner  of  the  envelope 
from  one-quarter  to  three-eighths  of  an  inch  from  both  top  and  side  edges. 
Stamps  placed  too  close  to  the  corner  of  the  envelope  are  easily  damaged, 
and  damaged  stamps  on  a  cover  are  the  same  as  a  damaged  cover. 

Where  two  or  more  stamps  are  issued  on  the  same  day  at  the  same 
place  for  the  same  event  some  collectors  prefer  the  stamps  on  separate 
envelopes  and  others  for  all  stamps  to  be  on  one  envelope.  This  is  a  matter 
of  preference  with  no  bearing  on  resale;  there  being  no  dominate  demand 
one  way  or  the  other.  Where  long  sets  are  issued  it  is  usually  desireable  for 
the  stamps  to  be  on  as  few  covers  as  possible  (up  to  six  stamps  on  a  single 
cover);  this  facilitates  handling  and  makes  for  a  more  compact  display.  If 
each  stamp  is  on  a  separate  envelope  then  the  envelopes  should  have 
different  cachets. 

While  First  Day  Covers  normally  have  only  one  stamp  of  an  issue, 
some  collectors  prefer  pairs,  blocks  of  4,  or  plate  number  and  imprint 
blocks.  Pairs  do  not  add  much  to  a  cover  and  usually  seem  to  give  the 
cover  an  off  balance  appearance.  Blocks  fill  most  of  the  right  hand  side  of 
the  envelope  which  many  collectors  like,  particularly  where  no  address  is 
involved. 


POSTMARK 

Little  control  is  had  over  the  postmark  other  than  supplying  the 
postoffice  with  covers  containing  light  weight  enclosures  for  which  the 
cancelling  machines  are  set. 

The  place  of  cancellation  is  of  secondary  importance  but  the  day, 
month  and  year  of  the  cancellation  must  be  legible  even  though  the  rest 
of  the  postmark  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  The  postmark  must  connect 
the  stamp  to  the  envelope  in  such  a  manner  that  there  is  no  doubt  that 
a  particular  stamp  has  been  cancelled  on  that  particular  envelope. 

Cancelling  may  be  done  by  machine  or  handstamped.  Individual 
preference  and  layout  of  the  cover  as  a  whole  being  the  only  factors.  No 
premium  exists  for  one  type  over  the  other. 


REGISTRATION 

Covers  with  registration  markings  need  not  have  seen  actual  postal 
duty.  Many  exist  even  without  addresses.  In  most  countries  the  regis- 
tration fee  is  low  enough  that  the  face  value  of  many  newly  issued  stamps 
can  include  this  service  so  that  the  registration  label  or  marking  is  added 
and  the  covers  handled  in  the  usual  bulk  manner. 
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Registered  covers  which  are  addressed  and  show  back  stamps  of 
a  country  other  than  that  of  origin  have  done  postal  duty. 


ENVELOPES 

Envelopes  are  made  of  wood  pulp,  rag,  or  a  combination  of  both. 
Wood  pulp  is  cheap,  rag  expensive.  Rag  paper  will  show  aging  much  less 
than  wood. 

Sizes  of  envelopes  vary  somewhat  although  two  sizes  are  consider- 
ed standard  and  there  are  many  different  manufacturers  of  albums  to  ac- 
commodate these  two  sizes.  The  American  envelope  measures  about 
three  and  five-eights  by  six  and  one-half  inches.  It  is  the  size  used  in  the 
United  States  for  general  personal  correspondence.  The  Continental  en- 
velope is  about  four  and  one-half  by  six  and  three-eights  inches  and  is 
used  by  many  countries  in  Europe  and  some  in  Asia.  The  American  size  is 
replacing  the  Continental  as  the  standard  size  First  Day  Cover  envelope, 
even  in  Europe.  Switzerland,  Portugal,  Liechtenstein  and  the  communist 
block  being  holdouts  for  the  Continental.  Netherlands  going  its  own  way 
with  the  easily  damaged  size  of  four  by  seven  and  five-eighths  inches. 

Envelopes,  in  no  case,  should  be  larger  than  five  by  eight  inches. 
The  stamp  business  is  conducted  largely  by  mail.  Standard  catalog  en- 
velopes are  five  by  seven  inches  and  five  and  one-half  by  eight  and 
one-half  inches  and  filing  cabinets  are  five  by  eight  inches  so  that  any 
size  larger  than  this  poses  a  shipping  and  filing  problem  which  is  more 
important  than  struggling  to  handle  the  few  oversize  First  Day  Covers 
which  appear;  it  is  simpler  to  destroy  the  cover  for  the  stamps.  I  have 
never  seen  any  United  States  adhesive  stamp  on  a  cover  of  large  size  that 
was  worth  more  as  a  cover  than  as  stamps. 

Stamped  envelopes  in  size  ten  (nine  and  one-half  inches  long) 
leave  the  collector  no  choice  but  most  collectors  are  satisfied  with  the 
smaller  size  stamped  envelopes  and  tend  to  overlook  the  larger  size  as 
they  have  no  means  of  proper  storage  and  display. 

Plate  and  imprint  blocks  are  acceptable  on  small  size  envelopes 
even  though  a  portion  of  the  cachet  may  be  covered.  These  are  of  primary 
interest  to  plate  number  collectors  with  a  lesser  interest  to  First  Day 
Cover  collectors. 

A  damaged  envelope  is  no  different  to  a  cover  collector  than  a 
damaged  stamp  is  to  a  stamp  collector;  both  are  considered  space  fillers 
until  something  better  is  obtained. 

First  Day  Covers  which  has  been  slit  in  opening,  no  matter  how 
carefully  done  are  damaged  and  almost  impossible  to  sell.  Covers  which 
have  been  sealed  with  contents  inside  are  usually  worth  more  to  a  dealer, 
particularly  one  who  does  business  by  mail  and  weight  is  a  problem,  for 
the  value  of  the  stamps  than  as  a  cover. 

The  envelope  flap  should  be  tucked  in  to  avoid  damage  while 
in  transit  and  the  gum  left  untouched.  Many  collectors  and  dealers  do  this 
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but  then  positively  cannot  resist  the  temptation  of  gum  and  must  give  one 
little  corner  a  lick  and  seal  it  to  the  filler.  For  all  practical  purposes  the 
entire  flap  may  as  well  be  sealed;  the  damage  is  done  and  it  is  seldom 
worth  the  bother  to  fish  the  filler  out  and  save  the  cover. 

If  manufacturers  had  the  common  sense  to  eliminate  gum  from 
the  flaps  of  their  commercial  philatelic  product  many  covers  could  be  saved 
from  a  premature  graveyard. 

Almost  every  manufacturer  of  covers  has  at  one  time  or  another 
used  an  adhesive  to  seal  the  seams  of  their  envelopes  which  bled  through 
the  front  of  the  envelope  and  turned  it,  and  often  the  stamp,  brown.  If 
caught  in  time  this  can  be  stopped  by  the  use  of  a  glassine  insert 
(avoid  using  any  other  material  unless  proven  by  time  to  be  completely 
inert)  which  will  seal  off  the  front  from  the  back  of  the  envelope.  Do  not 
use  paper  for  this  purpose  as  it  will  stop  nothing.  Considerable  time  can  be 
saved,  if  you  use  "kitchen"  or  waxed  paper,  by  simply  dumping  the  covers 
in  the  waste  basket  to  start  with.  As  an  alternative  the  cover  can  be  care- 
fully soaked  apart  in  water,  the  adhesive  removed,  then  resealed  with 
an  inert  material.  This  requires  skill  and  should  not  be  tried  without  prac- 
tice on  plain  envelopes. 


CONTENTS 

The  United  States  Postoffice  recommends,  and  adjusts  their  can- 
celling machines  for  a  postcard  weight  filler  which  fits  the  envelope  snug 
but  not  tight.  Fillers  which  are  too  tight  can  cause  the  envelope  to  split 
due  to  chmatic  changes  which  has  an  unequal  effect  on  filler  and  cover. 
Fillers  which  are  too  loose  do  not  protect  the  edges  of  the  cover  in  transit. 
Covers  serviced  in  person  at  the  first  day  city  do  not  have  the  flaps  or  a 
filler  as  the  cancelling  machines  used  in  this  case  are  also  adjusted  for  this 
condition.  Avoid  thick  fillers  as  these  tend  to  make  the  cancellation 
heavy  and  blurry. 

Newspapers  or  other  printed  matter  used  as  fillers  have  been 
known  to  cause  damage  as  sometimes  the  oil  used  in  the  ink  penetrates 
into  the  cover  causing  stains. 


FORGERIES 

Forgeries  of  First  Day  Covers  exist.  United  States  issues  prior  to 
1920  being  particularly  vulnerable.  These  are  usually  handstamp  can- 
cellations as  machine  cancels  are  more  difficult  to  reproduce.  The  texture 
and  age  of  the  envelopes  used  for  forgeries  are  almost  without  exception 
of  a  later  date  and  manufacture  than  the  envelopes  would  be  if  genuine. 
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Covers  of  little  value  have  been  forged  but  it  is  not  a  common 
practice  and  any  reputable  dealer  guarantees  his  covers  to  be  genuine. 

The  American  First  Day  Cover  Society  has  an  Expertising  Com- 
mittee which  handles  covers  of  doubt  for  its  members. 


RELATED  MATERIAL 

Maximum  Cards:  These  are  illustrated  postcards  which  have  the 
stamp  placed  and  cancelled  on  the  picture  side  of  the  card;  the  picture 
having  a  related  subject  to  that  on  the  stamp.  Maximum  cards  may,  or 
may  not  be  First  Days;  in  most  instances  they  are  not  so  that  the  dates  of 
cancellation  on  these  must  be  checked  closely. 

Folders:  Some  governments,  Switzerland  for  example,  issue  folders 
which  contain  a  copy  of  the  stamp  and  some  background  material  as  to 
source  of  design  or  purpose  of  issue.  Most  are  cancelled  on  the  first  day  of 
issue. 

Combination:  Some  collectors  like  covers  which  also  bear  stamps 
relating  to  the  stamp  which  is  cancelled  on  the  first  day  such  as  a  cover 
bearing  all  United  States  flag  stamps.  These  are  not  true  first  days  as  they 
bear  stamps  other  than  the  new  issue. 

Stamps  Off  Cover:  Some  collectors  prefer  stamps  off  cover  which 
show  the  day,  year  and  month  of  the  first  day  of  issue.  These  I  collect;  after 
all  covers  which  must  be  destroyed  do  have  good  stamps  and  some  of 
them  do  show  the  day,  month  and  year  entirely  on  the  stamp. 


DATES  OF  ISSUE 

Gibbon's  Stamp  Catalogs  give  dates  of  issue  on  every  stamp  where 
known.  It  is  reliable  and  their  dates  can  be  depended  on.  Scott's 
United  States  Catalog  is  very  thorough  on  dates  for  United  States  stamps. 
Due  to  the  many  second  day  cancellations  used  on  first  day  cacheted  en- 
velopes and  the  common  practice  of  using  leftover  cacheted  envelopes  for 
general  use,  dates  of  issue  must  be  checked  against  a  reliable  listing. 

The  British  do  not  collect  First  Day  Covers  as  they  claim  the  dates 
are  listed  in  the  catalog  and  there  is  no  need  to  get  them  on  actual 
cover.  Since  the  stamps  are  also  illustrated  I  have  often  wondered  what 
the  British  excuse  is  for  collecting  stamps. 


CLEANING 

Most  covers  age  gracefully  but  some  do  so  faster  than  others  and 
can  be  cleaned  with  an  art  gum  eraser.  Traces  of  any  cleaning  must  not 
show  and  the  entire  envelope,  including  cachet  should  be  done. 

Restoration  is  a  common  practice  in  works  of  art.  Indeed  many 
fine  paintings  would  be  lost  if  great  efforts  were  not  made  to  preserve 
and  prevent  further  deterioration.  Good  covers  deserve  to  be  preserved  as 
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long  as  possible  but  should  bear  a  marking  to  the  effect  that  they  have 
been  restored. 

Covers  can  be  cleaned  by  immersion  in  water,  removing  the 
stamp  and  treating  the  entire  envelope.  The  product  then  reassembled 
and  pressed  back  in  shape  by  the  use  of  starch  and  warm  iron.  This  method 
must  be  used  with  care  and  the  cover  must  not  have  a  fugitive  ink  on 
stamp,  cachet  or  address.  The  cover  must  also  be  of  sufficient  value  to  jus- 
tify the  effort. 


ALBUMS  AND  STORAGE 

There  are  many  types  and  means  of  mounting  and  displaying 
First  Day  Covers.  Most  are  satisfactory  but  any  enclosure  for  covers  must 
provide  for  ventilation;  usually  by  one  side  being  left  open.  Albums  which 
are  hinged  at  the  top  of  each  cover  insert  have  proven  to  be  very 
satisfactory.  Ordinary  blanks  albums  such  as  used  for  stamps,  or  photo- 
graphs, may  also  be  used  by  mounting  with  clear  plastic  corner  mounts; 
two  being  required  for  each  cover.  Albums  are  readily  available  for  both 
American  and  Continental  envelopes. 

Covers,  as  with  stamps,  breathe  moisture.  They  can  absorb  mois- 
ture through  the  tiniest  pin  hole  and  then  travel  the  whole  area  of  the  cover 
but  are  then  unable  to  evaporate  this  moisture  back  through  the  hole. 
Adequate  ventilation  is  needed  both  in  albums  and  storage.  Ordinary  en- 
velope boxes  are  satisfactory  provided  they  are  left  unsealed  but  with 
lids  on  to  keep  out  dust.  Do  not  use  rubber  bands  or  paper  clips.  Rubber 
rots  and  paper  clips  leave  permanent  marks. 

Humidity  which  causes  stains  in  hot  climates  are  seldom  a  prob- 
lem in  the  United  States.  Sun  light  will  bleach  covers  as  well  as  stamps 
and  cause  the  paper  to  eventually  turn  brown. 


INFORMATION 

The  American  First  Day  Cover  Society  publishes  a  bi-monthly 
magazine  called  "First  Days".  It  contains  a  wealth  of  information  on  both 
United  States  and  foreign  First  Day  Covers.  Sample  copy  is  50c  and 
further  information  on  this  highly  recommended  society  and  their  publica- 
tion may  be  obtained  from  the  American  First  Day  Cover  Society,  Postof- 
fice  Box  23,  Cranford,  N.  J. 


INVESTMENT 

Stamp  and  cover  collecting  are  hobbies.  Hobbies,  whether  books, 
paintings  or  butterflies  cost  money  to  obtain  and  maintain.  In  return  they 
give  hours  of  relaxation  and  enjoyment  that  those  without  a  hobby  usually 
fill  in  even  more  expensive  ways. 
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The  collector  of  stamps,  covers  or  any  work  of  art  does  have  a 
salvage  value  for  his  efforts  when  he  either  must  sell  or  as  part  of  an 
estate.  This,  however,  is  not  an  investment.  Hoarding  of  duplicate  ma- 
terial other  than  immediate  needs  for  trading  is  a  waste  of  money  that 
could  be  better  used  in  the  improvement  of  a  collection. 

Investing  in  stamps  and  covers  can  be  done  on  a  profitable  basis 
when  based  on  extensive  information  and  the  ability  to  part  with  any 
stamp  or  cover.  Stamp  and  cover  investing  is  necessary  for  continued 
supplies  for  the  future  but  must  not  be  confused  with  collecting. 


ADDENDA 

After  thirty  years  of  buying,  selling  and  servicing  First  Day  Covers 
I  have  accumulated  some  personal  opinions  which  do  not  match  my  com- 
mercial opinions.  It  is  far  more  profitable  to  supply  what  they  want,  or 
think  they  want,  than  to  tell  them  what  to  collect. 

Cachets  of  the  United  States  are  in  a  rut.  See  one  cachet  of  a 
manufacturer  and  you  have  seen  them  all  of  that  particular  make.  Each 
in  their  own  way  continue  to  turn  out  Model  T's.  Even  the  most  poorly  run 
operation  in  the  world,  the  United  States  Postoffice,  has  gone  past  the 
era  of  2c  reds  and  3c  purples  but  cachet  makers  continue  to  grind  out 
their  3c  purples  without  imagination  because  they  can  sell  them.  Ford 
sold  his  model  T  for  a  long  time  too.  Manufacturers  could  continue  to 
make  their  bread  and  butter  line  but  also  try  designing  cachets  to  compli- 
ment a  specific  stamp  and  not  just  to  match  their  own  previous  cachets. 
And  get  the  gum  off  the  flaps  of  the  envelopes. 

European  manufacturers  have  little  excuse  for  the  poor  grade  of 
paper  they  use  for  envelopes.  Workmanship  in  the  product  could  be  im- 
proved in  most  cases. 

Canada  and  such  other  countries  that  charge  for  servicing  covers 
would  do  well  to  see  if  such  practices  are  any  better  than  the  gouging  of 
collectors  through  mirades  of  new  issues  done  by  many  other  countries. 
The  actual  cost  of  one-half  cent  a  cover  for  servicing  is  easily  made  up  by 
the  additional  revenue  from  blocks  of  four  and  high  values  for  which  no 
postal  service  is  supplied. 

I  personally  question  the  value  of  unaddressed  covers.  The  first 
unaddressed  covers  are  now  becoming  of  an  age  where  it  is  no  longer 
possible  to  add  an  address  without  detection.  What  happens  then? 

My  attention  should  be  called  to  anything  concerning  First  Day 
Covers  which  I  have  omitted.  Also  whether  a  listing  of  foreign  agencies 
which  service  First  .Day  Covers  would  be  desired.

ENVELOPES,  so  common  today  in 
an    endless    variety    of  sizes, 
shapes,  and  colors,  were  practi- 
cally unknown  in  this  country  i 
before  1847  and  did  not  come  into  ' 
much  use  until  about  1851.  The  usual 
letter  before  that  time  consisted  of  a 
doubled  sheet  of  writing  paper  which 
was  folded  and  tucked  together  so ; 
that  a  wafer  of  gum  or  wax  would  ^ 
seal  it  effectively.  ; 

Shortly  after  the  introduction  of 
the  envelope,  and  perhaps  as  an  aid 
to  its  sale,  manufacturers  and  print- 
ers made  up  special  covers  for  almost 
every  need  or  occasion.  Small  en- 
velopes with  elaborate  embossing  ap- 
pealed to  the  feminine  tastes  of  that 
day  just  as  they  appeal  to  the  col- 
lectors of  this  day. 

Standard  propaganda  envelopes  of 
the  day  could  be  had  from  evei'y  sta- 
tioner. These  generally  dealt  with 
prohibition,  slavery,  or  cheaper  post- 
age rates.  Campaign  covers  came  into 
use  in  the  elections  of  1852  and  1856 
and  weie  on  every  hand  during  the 
campaigns  of  1860  and  1864. 

Anti-Slavery  Envelopes 
Were  Merged  in  I860. 

The  anti-slavery  envelopes  of  the 
abolitionists  of  the  early  '50s  merged 
in  1860  into  the  flood  of  patriotic  cov- 
ers of  the  civil  war.  Those  used  be- 
fore the  actual  declaration  of  war 
were  of  course  franked  with  United 
States  stamps  even  when  the  senti- 
ments expressed  may  have  been  de- 
cidedly against  the  Union. 

Advertising  covers  came  into  use 
almost  at  the  same  time,  and  those 
bearing  illustrations  are  sought  by 
many  collectors,  as  are  the  envelopes 
of  hotels,  colleges,  etc. 

Of  all  the  campaign  envelopes 
those  used  in  the  presidential  cam- 
paigns of  Lincoln  are  perhaps  the 
most  desirable,  although  they  are  not 
as  scarce  as  those  of  earlier  elections. 
The  fact  that  they  are  Lincolniana 
makes  them  desirable  to  others  who 
are  not  stamp  and  cover  collectors. 
An  example  of  a  campaign  cover  of 
lS64-'65  is  shown  in  the  principal 
illustration.

LINCOLN    THANKED   FORNEY  FOR 
HIS   "STONEWALL  JACKSON" 
EDITORIAL 

Col.  John  W.  Forney,  editor  of  the  Washington  Daily 
Chronicle  which  was  considered  to  be  a  Lincoln  ad- 
ministration newspaper,  published  on  May  13,  1863,  an 
editorial  on  "The  Death  of  'Stonewall'  Jackson": 

"Stonewall  Jackson  is  dead.  While  we  are  only  too 
glad  to  be  rid  in  anyway,  of  so  terrible  a  foe,  our  sense 
of  relief  is  not  unmingled  with  emotions  of  sorrow  and 
sympathy  at  the  death  of  so  brave  a  man. 

"Every  man  who  possesses  the  least  particle  of  mag- 
nanimity must  admire  the  qualities  for  which  Stonewall 
Jackson  was  celebrated — his  heroism,  his  bravery,  his 
sublime  devotion,  his  purity  of  character!  From  the 
beginning  of  the  world  we  have  seen  such  men — men 
of  narrow  minds  but  strong  passions  and  tremendous 
will. 

"Religious  enthusiasts  of  all  religions  and  creeds  have 
often  devoted  then;iselve3  with  conscientious  and  de- 
termined energy  to  a  wicked  cause,  or  have  by  their 
excesses  degraded  good  causes  to  the  level  of  a  bad  one. 

"Mahomet,  Cyril,  Philip  of  Spain,  Loyola,  Xavier, 
Bloody  Mary,  several  of  the  Popes  of  Rome,  Robespierre, 
George  IV,  and  Jo  Smith  are  familiar  instances  of  en- 
thusiasm, fanaticism,  and  obstinacy,  combined  with  that 
curious  obliquity  of  reasoning  powers  which  is  one  of 
the  most  puzzling  characteristics  of  the  human  mind. 
Jackson  belonged  to  this  class  of  men. 

"He  had  one  great  and  overmastering  trait  of  charac- 
ter— a  fanatical  enthusiasm  which  overleaped  all  ob- 
stacles and  sharpened  prematurely  the  other  qualities 
of  his  mind.  He  was  a  genuine  fanatic.  But  for  all  that, 
we  do  not  less  admire  the  great  and  wonderful  powers 
he  possessed. 

"When  England  learned  that  the  sudden  death  of 
the  Emperor  Napoleon  had  removed  the  great  obstacle 
in  their  success  in  the  Crimean  war,  the  people  were 
delirious  witli  joy.  Fionfires  blazed  throughout  the  land; 
churches  and  societies  sang  peans  of  joy;  newspapers 
teemed  with  the  most  violent  abuse  of  the  dead  man. 
Punch's  cartoon  was  a  disgusting  hallelujah  over  the 
event — though  the  picture  was  drawn  with  such  power 
(as  if  the  whole  nation  had  thrown  its  soul  into  it) 
as  to  extort  from  the  critical  Ruskin  the  highest  praise; 
and  for  one  week  the  whole  people  indulged  in  the 
most  immoderate  expressions  of  joy. 

"We  hope  and  believe  that  no  such  brutal  and  un- 
seemly exhibitions  will  disgrace  the  American  people. 
They  are  unworthy  of  a  magnanimous  nation  and  a 
stain  upon  humanity. 

"Let  us  rather  devoutly  acknowledge  the  Providence 
of  God,  who,  while  He  smites  the  accursed  land  with 
famine  and  the  people  with  madness,  takes  from  their 
accursed  cause  its  bravest,  noblest,  and  purest  defender. 

"Stonewall  Jackson  was  a  great  general,  a  brave 
soldier,  a  noble  Christian,  and  a  pure  man.  May  God 
throw  these  great  virtues  against  the  sins  of  the  se- 
cessionist, the  advocate  of  a  great  national  crime." 

In  the  spring  of  1863  Forney's  editorial  policy  had 
been  one  of  criticism  of  Union  generals  and  on  the  day 
before  he  published  his  Jackson  editorial  he  wrote 
Lincoln  an  apologetic  letter  for  the  "most  ungenerous 
criticism  upon  Generals  Halleck  and  Hooker"  which 
had  appeared  in  his  Philadelphia  Press. 

In  all  likelihood,  Forney's  recent  correspondence  and 
future  editorial  policy  was  of  interest  to  Lincoln  and 
he  read  the  May  13  issue  shortly  after  its  release  from 
the  press.  He  wrote  Forney  the  following  note: 

"Executive  Mansion 
Washington,  May  13,  1863. 

"Col.  Forney 
My  dear  Sir: 

"I  wish  to  lose  no  time  in  thanking  you  for  the  excel- 
lent and  manly  article  in  the  Chronicle  on  'Stonewall 
Jackson'. 

"Yours  truly 
A.  Lincoln" 

In  his  letter  to  Forney  the  President  wrote  the  word 
"excellency"  and  then  crossed  out  the  last  five  letters 
and  substituted  "lent."  Forney  answered  Lincoln's  May 


13th  letter  and  again  stated  that  he  was:  "Deeply  cha- 
grined by  the  error  in  my  Phila.  paper  a  few  days 
ago,  in  my  absence,  and  am  therefore  glad  to  find  that 
you  can  see  also  what  is  right  and  just.  .  .  ." 

As  a  part  of  the  Oliver  R.  Barrett  collection,  Lin- 
coln's letter  to  Forney  was  sold  by  the  Parke-Bernet 
Galleries,  Inc.,  in  1952  for  $550. 


PHILATELIC  LINCOLNIANA 


Issue  of  1862-66  Issue  of  1869 


The  Stamp  Collector's  Record,  New  Series,  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  May  1,  1865,  No.  5,  carried  the  following  state- 
ment: 

"The  death  of  our  beloved  president  by  the  hand  of 
an  assassin,  forms  the  darkest  page  in  the  history  of 
our  country.  He  had  just  seen  the  fond  fruition  of  his 
patriotic  endeavors  in  the  victorious  triumphs  of  our 
armies,  victories  which  must  result  at  an  early  day, 
in  a  united  and  happy  people.  His  memory  will  be 
cherished  by  our  posterity  as  long  as  that  posterity 
shall  prove  either  worthy  a  country  or  a  history.  We 
trust  that  the  suggestion  v/hich  was  made  to  the 
Postmaster  General,  (William  Dennison)  some  time 
since,  will  now  be  acted  on,  and  that  we  may  expect 
an  effigy  of  our  martyred  president  on  one  or  other 
of  the  new  forthcoming  issue  of  U.  S.  postage  stamps." 
About  a  year  later,  June  17,  1866,  Lincoln's  likeness 
appeared  on  a  15  cent  value  of  the  U.  S.  series  (1862- 
66).  The  black  Lincoln  stamp  and  its  variants  bear  the 
following  Scott  numbers:  77,  91,  91a,  98,  OSa  and  108. 
The  Lincoln   head  facing  three-fourths  riurbi    is  from 
the  original  photograph  taken  at  Springiiolc,  Illinois, 
on  January  16,  1861  by  C.  S.  German. 

Many  collectors  consider  this  stamp  of  f  omher  black 
a  memorial  to  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  this  may  have 
been  the  intention  of  the  Post  Office  Deiiarlmoiit  at  the 
time  of  its  issue,  but  no  official  announcouiont  was 
made. 

The  first  stamp  to  bear  Lincoln's  portrait  was  the 
25  cent  red,  periodical  stamp  which  was  issued  in  the 
September  quarter  of  1865.  However,  the  color  contra- 
dicts any  idea  of  it  being  a  commemorative  issue.  The 
issue  was  terminated  about  February  1,  1869. 

Perhaps  the  ninety-cent  adhesive  issue  of  1869  (March 
1,  1869,  to  April  9,  1870)  was  intended  to  commemorate 
Lincoln  but  again  the  Post  Office  Department  made  no 
comments.  A  description  of  the  ninety-cent  stamp  fol- 
lows: "Head  of  Lincoln,  from  a  photograjih,  in  an 
ellipse,  three-quarters  face,  looking  to  right,  surrounded 
by  ornamental  and  scroll  work;  numeral  '90'  at  each  of 
the  upper  corners;  'U.  S.  postage'  at  top;  'Ninety'  and 
'Cents'  in  scroll  at  lower  left  and  right  corners  of 
medallion,  respectively;  'U'  and  'S'  in  German  text  at 
lower  left  and  right  corners  of  stamp,  respectively. 
Colors:  Portrait  in  black;  surrounding  ornamental  and 
scroll  work,  carmine." 

This  design,  among  others,  was  submitted  by  the  Na- 
tional Bank  Note  Company  of  New  York  with  their 
bid.  A  contract  was  entered  into  on  December  12,  1868. 

The  ninety-cent  Lincoln  stamp  (12  perforations)  ap- 
peared with  a  grill  and  has  the  catalogue  number  122. 
Number  122a  has  no  grill  and  was  printed  on  hard  white 
paper.  Number  132  is  a  re-issue.  The  scource  of  design 
was  from  a  photograph  by  German  which  appeared  on 
the  fifteen-cent  black  issue.  See  Lincoln  Lore  No.  445, 
October  18,  1937.
